Hubert NeNeill Poteat was born Dec. 12, 1886, at 
Wake Forest, N. C., the son of William Louis Poteat 
and Emma Purefoy Poteat. He was prepared for 
college by his grandmother, Mrs. A. V. Purefoy. He 
was graduated from Wake Forest College in 1906, with 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts. From 1905 to 1908 
he was instructor in Latin, and in 1908 he received the 
degree of Master of Arts. In September, 1908, he enter- 
ed Columbia University, New York City, and for two 
years held the Drisler Fellowship in Classical Philology. 
From 1910 to 1912 he was Master in Latin in the Hotch- 
kiss school, Lakeville, Conn. On June 5, 1912, he re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Philosophy from Colum- 
bia University. Since September, 1912, he has been 
Professor of Latin in Wake Forest College. He is the 
author of three books. 

He was married on June 26, 1912, to Essie Moore 
Morgan, of Marion, N. C. Their children are Hubert 
McNeill, Jr., born August 8, 1914; and William Morgan, 
born February 22, 1919. 

He was initiated, passed and raised (Feb. 18, 1908) 
in Wake Forest Lodge, No. 282. He was Master of his 
Lodge from June, 1913, to June, 1915. He is a member 
of Carle A. Woodruff Lodge of Perfection, No. 7, and 
John C. Drewry Chapter, Rose Croix, No. 7, of Raleigh; 
and Liberty Council, Knights Kadosh, No. 3, and Wil- 
mington Consistory, No. 4, of Wilmington. From April, 
1922, to April, 1923, he was Wise Master of his Chap- 
ter; and from February, 1923, to February, 1924, he 
was Venerable Master of his Lodge of Perfection. He 
is a member of Sudan Temple, A. A. O. N. M. S. 

He was appointed Senior Grand Steward in 1914, by 
Grand Master Alderman, and served in all the inter- 
mediate stations, being elected Grand Master on Jan- 
uary 17, 1923.

Mr. Thalley’s Masonic standing is halted, unless the 
Grand Lodge considers this certificate “relinquishing 
jurisdiction” a dimit, and furthermore approves my rul- 
ing to Phalanx Lodge, No. 31, that dimits of E. A. and 
F. C. from other Grand Jurisdictions might be accepted 
with petitions for the remaining degree or degrees. All 
correspondence in regard to the Thalley Case (Doric and 
Corinthian Lodges’ controversy) is attached and a de- 
cision by the Grand Lodge, with advice to Doric Lodge, 
No. 568, is requested. 

Upon inquiry from Scotland Lodge, No. 514, that a 
F. C. who had been stricken with paralysis and not in 
physical condition to take the floor work in the Master’s 
degree, I ruled he could not be raised, according to Sec. 
111 as revised p. 148 of 1921 Proceedings, as he could 
not “in his own person instruct others by exemplifica- 
tion.” I recommend that paragraph 2 of Old Section 111 
be restored, and that second paragraph of the revised 
Section be made paragraph 3, omitting from it “And ad- 
vancement," and that “provided such candidate can," 
etc., be changed to “provided such candidate does," etc. 

So many of our Sister Grand Jurisdictions grant di- 
mits to E. A. and F. C.s, leaving such men now living 
in North Carolina halted in Masonry, that I ruled upon 
inquiry from Phalanx Lodge, No. 31, that “it might re- 
ceive the petition, for the F. C. and M. M. degrees, of а 
dimitted E. A. or F. C. from a jurisdiction in fraternal 
relations with North Carolina" (papers attached). Also, 
that Lexington Lodge, No. 473, could do likewise. Í 
hope these rulings will be approved by the Grand Lodge 
and adopted as a rule for future action, as such cases are 
continually occurring and there are now applications 
held up, awaiting your decision. 

Minneapolis Lodge, No. 601, has filed no returns for 
year ending June 30, 1922; has ignored letters from the 
Grand Secretary and me, although recently cited to show 
cause why its charter should not be arrested. I refer 
a very serious matter to the Grand Lodge for disposi- 

ion.

This will obviate the 
large number of E. А.’з and F. C.'s who through careless- 
ness or intention never apply for advancement and are 
carried dormant indefinitely on Lodge Rosters, as they 
could then be suspended for non-payment of dues. 


I strongly recommend the Grand Lodge fixing mini- 
mum dues in Subordinate Lodges, making same sufficient 
for Grand Lodge dues, expenses, etc., and with a surplus 
for local charity ; also the minimum time a member may be 
in arrears for dues—say two years; and that two and 
one-half years’ arrears automatically suspends for non- 
payment, unless another year’s extension is unanimous- 
ly voted by the Lodge and approved by the Grand Secre- 
tary. (Reports of $1.00 annual dues and of members 15 
years in arrears make this or some equally effective 
change necessary.) 


Section 170 is really expulsion and I recommend that 
a member suspended for non-payment of dues be re-in- 
stated (upon paying the accumulated dues) by a majority 
vote of the Lodge, after laying over for one month. 


Grand and Subordinate Lodge Officers’ terms should 
be concurrent. With Grand Lodge Officers assuming of- 
fice in January and Subordinate Lodge Officers in June, it 
1s a great disadvantage, especially to the District Deputy 
Grand Masters, to have (usually) two sets of Subordin- 
ate Lodge Officers to work with.

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The fearful fire in New Bern December 1st deprived 
so many people of shelter, food and clothing, that I ap- 
proved $500.00 emergency donation from the Grand 
Lodge; this, however, was later returned by Grand 
Sword Bearer Bro. Joseph Е. Rhem as “not needed.” 

Eastern Star Lodge, No. 425, A. Е. & A. M., Green 
Mountain, М. C., preferred charges “The seduction of a 
Brother Mason’s daughter” against one of its members; 
at the trial (June 4, 1921) the accused testified that 
he did “commit the charge, but did not know the 
girl to be a Master Mason’s daughter, and on finding 
out she to be a Master Mason’s daughter withdrew from 
her.” The Lodge voted him “not guilty” and then in 17 
. days afterwards (June 21, 1921) elected him its 
Master. On March 25th, 1922, I ordered the arrest of 
the charter of Eastern Star Lodge, No. 425, “Ког its 
gross immorality in electing and instaling a man 
as Master of the Lodge within 60 days after he had ad- 
mitted his guilt on а charge of seduction, this being an 
offense against Masonry, morality and common decency 
(and violation of the criminal law of the State) ." The cor- 
respondence in regard to the entire matter is attached. 

The William J. Hicks Memorial Hospital at Oxford 
Orphan Asylum is going up and will be completed in a 
few months. One of my fondest hopes was to report 
sufficient funds in hand or subscribed to pay for this im- 
perative necessity to the Orphanage. However, a consid- 
erable balance is still to be raised, and I can not too 
strongly appeal to the Lodges to get to work quickly 
and vigorously. The general prosperity that has come 
to North Carolina in the past few months will enable 
many Brethren to make donations who have heretofore 
felt unable to do so. 

The Oxford Orphan Asylum is doing such wonderful- 
ly good work, and is so ably and efficiently operated, that 
I ask special attention to its report, knowing that this 
Grand Body will appropriate the amount asked for by 
the Orphanage. This Institution at Oxford is the pride 
of North Carolina Masons, and I wish each member of 
the Fraternity could go there and see what is being done 
for the helpless children. 


As there is no room in our own, or the other Or- 
phanages in the State, for fully as many dependent chil- 
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| cared for, I urge this ааа 
sed Mothers’ Aid Law, which has ог

cided to memorialize the Legislature to pass such a law. 

The Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Greensboro 
is most competently managed and its care for our aged 
Brethren, their wives and widows, is splendid. You will 
hear its report, and like the Orphanage, it can use to ad- 
vantage all the appropriation it asks for, and more. 

The Order of the Eastern Star is doing so much good 
along the same lines as Masonry, that I feel confident 
that greater good to humanity will result from a closer 
affiliation of the two Orders, and I hope steps for more 
active co-operation with the Order of the Eastern Star 
will be initiated by this Grand Lodge. 

The gratifying increase in our membership that will 
be shown by our Grand Secretary’s report, means, of 
course, additional work and responsibility for him, and 
I recommend an increase in the Grand Secretary’s salary 
in line with what such services command in contempor- 
ary business. Also, an increased appropriation for the 
clerical work in his office. 


One of the most important and vital necessities is 
Masonie Education. The splendid Educational Commit- 
tee appointed two years ago, after having done 5 best 
to get a constructive programme of study undertaken by 
the Lodges, has regretfully admitted its inability to han- 
dle the situation efficiently. It has, therefore, recom- 
mended the employment of a full-time Educational Зес- 
retary to introduce into our Lodges a worthy programme 
of Masonic study. I trust the Grand Lodge will author- 
ize the appointment of such a man either for this speci- 
fic work, or to be combined with the work of the Educa- 
tional Field Secretary advocated elsewhere. 

Fortunately, there is a nation-wide organization, 
The Masonic Service Association, for furnishing mater- 
ial for Masonic study, and its Monthly Bulletins will go 
to every Lodge in the State. We shall have the verv 
great honor and pleasure of hearing tomorrow, Hon. 


dren as are now being 
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Andrew L. Randell, Past Grand Master of Texas, who 
is Executive Secretary of this Association. It is my 
earnest hope that after his address the members of this 
Grand Body will feel as strongly as I do now the wisdom 
of utilizing to the fullest possible extent the resources 
of the Association, which also has the strongest com- 
mendation of our Educational Committee. 

Probably the most striking deficiency in North Caro- 
lina Masonry is the lack of instruction given to our can- 
didates, not only in the ritualistic and unwritten work, 
but in the great foundation principles of the Order. I 
most strongly recommend the employment of an Educa- 
tional Field Secretary to inform the Brethren generally 
upon the great background of brotherhood, loyalty to 
Government, the milk of human kindness, and charity. 
This Secretary should devote his entire time to inspira- 
tional addresses to the Craft (and at times to the general 
public) interpreting the higher ideals, philosophical 
principles and aspirations of our time-honored institu- 
tion. He should be a man of such scholarship as to com- 
mand the respect of the most intellectual, and so humani- 
tarian and common sense as to attract and hold the hum- 
blest; a man of great soul, high ideals and magnetic per- 
sonality. In connection with the Educational Field 
Secretary, sufficient instructors (or Assistant Grand 
Lecturers) should be employed to teach every Lodge in 
the Grand Jurisdiction the unwritten work accurately. 
After the Lodges have had opportunity to learn from 
the Educational Secretary and the Instructors, require 
a proficiency certificate from Lodge Officers before they 
can be installed. To finance the above, levy sufficient 
per capita tax. The adoption of this method, or some 
similar plan, will in most cases result in making Masons 
out of the petitioners instead of Lodge members. 


All the suggestions and recommendations I have 
made are the result of very serious consideration, after 
having the necessity for them continually coming up 
through the year. I ask that they be given the careful 
thought of this Grand Lodge and be disposed of as may 
be best for our beloved Order. 
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From the bottom of my heart I thank you for the 
unexcelled honor bestowed upon me, and prayerfully 
hope to show my appreciation by always working earn- 
estly and effectively for Masonry and Humanity.

The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

BRETHREN: Pursuant to law, I submit to you my report as 
Grand Treasurer for fiscal year ending December 31, 1922. 

I have endeavored as in my former reports to make it so 
plain that the layman can understand its contents. 

The War Savings Stamps as shown in my last report, which 
cost $824.00, matured in January this year at $1,000.00 and with 
this money I have purchased $1,200.00 in the United States of 
America Treasury Savings Certificates. which cost $984.00 and 
matures in 1928 at $1,200.00. The difference of $16.00 between 
maturity value of the War Savings Stamps and the purchase 
price of the Treasury Certificates has been placed in the Gen- 
eral Fund; if the Grand Lodge does not approve my actions in 
this instance, the Treasury Certificates can be cashed in without 
any loss. The bank balances are $31,136.41. 

I have collected interest on bank balances $874.57.

your Grand Secretary, I am pleased to report that financially as 
well as numerically the Craft in North Carolina has prospered 
during the year just closed. While the receipts reported this 
year are $8,883.30 less than was reported last year, $7,891.00 is ac- 
counted for by the fact that that amount less was collected from 
Initiations for the Charity Fund. 

In addition to this there are sixty-three Lodges that have 
not settled in full on December 31st, 1922, the end of the fiscal 
year of the Grand Lodge. Some of these Lodges have not paid 
anything and others various amounts. If all had settled in full 
there would have been reported as receipts from Lodge dues and 
fines nearly $7,000.00 more than was reported. 

There has been collected from January 1, 1922, to January 
1, 1923, from all sources and turned over to the Grand Treasurer, 
$66,876.49. Not included in this statement are dues of the 
sixty-three Lodges which have not completed their settlements of 


dues in full.

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The Grand Master introduced Bro. E. 5. Parker, Jr., 
of Graham, North Carolina, who delivered the follow- 
ing oration: 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, My Brethren: 


We read in the books of the Hebrews that this was the law 
of the Temple: Each morning before the break of day, the Priests 
gathered in the courts of the Temple and sent one of their number 
to the highest place and this Priest looked to the East. When he 
saw coming above the horizon the first faint gleams of light that 
foretold the coming of the Sun that rules and governs the day, he 
looked to the South and West and watched the growing light un- 
til he saw the dim outline of the mountain he faced and then 
through the courts and corridors of the Temple and even unto the 
Holy of Holies he sent this cry: “The day is lit as far as Hebron." 
The Priests heard and understood that with the rising Sun the 
time for work had come. 

Tonight, I want you to regard me as this Priest—and he was 
a Mason too, I think—who looked to the East for the first light 
from the rising Sun and, like that Priest, I want to send through 
the courts and corridors of the great invisible Temple of Masonry 
and even unto the Holy of Holies of that Temple the rallying 
cry, “The day is lit as far as Hebron." It is time that we Priests 
in this invisible Temple of Masonry begin the work of the day— 
begin the work of today. 


The temptation to dwell on the glories of the past is almost 
irresistible to a Mason, but, after all, the Sun only rises in the 
East. It goes toward the zenith and then, still ruling and govern- 
ing the day, it goes to the West and all the time there is work 
to be done, and unlike those Priests of old, we work not in the 
Temple, but we work on the Temple, for our Temple is incom- 
plete. We are still only workmen engaged in its erection. This 
that I speak of is that Temple “not made with hands, eternal 
in the Heavens"—dedicated to service—service to our fellow- 
man. 


I wonder if I can speak to you of some of the stones we must 
use if our temple is to be complete and beautiful? and first, I will 
speak to you of material stones that must go into its very founda- 
tion. 


Of these, first and foremost, there is our work for the or- 
phan. What a glorious record we have! I need not speak to you 
in detail for you will hear the report of the wonderful work 
that is being done at Oxford. We have all seen some of it. Last 
summer at one of the concerts given by the Singing Class, they 
sang a song with this refrain, “Ме meet upon the level and we 
part upon the square” and I saw strong men with faces all aglow 
with pride in our Order and eyes full of tears—tears of grati- 
tude for the glorious privilege of being a Mason. One good old 
fellow told me the next morning that he couldn’t sleep all night

This service and help for our fellow-man need not and, indeed, 
must not be all material. We must, by looking toward the East 
and gaining strength, bring again to the world faith—a faith 
in truth that will make men see and live, and, if necessary, die 
for the truth and the truth will make us free.

stated: “The Orphan Asylum is doing good in four 
ways: | | 

“1, It stimulates education by directing the attention 
of parents to the value of learning. | | 

“2, Ittakes helpless orphans away from vices to which 
they are exposed, away from the ignorance, in which 
they are groping, away from the extreme destitution, 
which many of them suffer, and away from the sad and 
shameful slavery, which many of them so patiently en- 
dure. It gives them a pleasant home, sufficient food and 
comfortable clothing. Efficient, scholastic instruction 
and sound moral lessons are day by day improving their 
minds and hearts, and guiding their inexperienced feet 
in the ways of wisdom and virtue. 


“3. It checks popular avarice and restrains the love 
of money, the ruling passion of the people. It opens and 
widens the channels of benevolence and gladdens the 
hearts of those who have felt themselves friendless and 
forsaken. 


“4. It teaches the world that Masonry means love, re- 
lief and truth; that Masonic signs are eyes of pity for 
the poor, ears opened to the cry for help, mouths ready 
to condemn the wrong, defend the right and comfort the 
afflicted; hands helping the needy, and feet going on er- 
rands of love and mercy. Genuine Masonry compels its 
votaries to go about doing good, and the Orphan Asylum 
15 a perpetual appeal to the charity of every human 
eart, a never-ceasing sermon on the beauty of benevo- 
he benediction on the heads of every 
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The past year, like those over which your Institu- 
tion has travelled for half a century, has been filled with 
varied and trying experiences. We have felt very keen- 
ly the depressed financial condition of our country and 
your Directors have exercised the highest possible de- 
gree of economy, which is consistent with caring for 
the orphans committed to the Institution. 

The purposes and high ideals proclaimed a half 
century ago, and quoted above, have been an inspiration 
for your Directors to make this Institution “а perpetual 
appeal to the charity of every human heart.” 

Detailed information in relation to the work of the 
Orphanage, in its various departments, will be found in 
the reports of the Superintendent, Lady Supervisor, 
Physician, Dentist and Manager of the Singing Class 
hereto appended. 

Again we call your attention to the fact that the 
number of children now being cared for in your Insti- 
tution is greater than the dormitory capacity justifies, 
and we have on file approved applications for the ad- 
mission of children who sorely need the benefits and 
blessings of our Institution. 

The health of the children has been good and this 
fact is a high tribute to the efficiency of our physician, 
dentist and cottage mothers. 

Our industrial departments have been quite busy dur- 
ing the year and we invite your especial attention to the 
Vua of our Treasurer with respect to this phase of our 
work. 

The school work in the Institution is first-class in 
every respect, the only handicap being that the children 
are too much crowded in the school-rooms and these 
school-rooms are not conveniently located. One of the 
most urgent needs of our Institution is a modern school 
building, so located and constructed, as to meet the pres- 
ent needs of our Institution and to provide for an in- 
crease of fifty per cent. in the number of children. We 
са] upon the Grand Lodge to provide means at this 
meeting for the erection of this School Building. The 
welfare of the children, the efficiency of the instruction 
and the security of the lives of teachers and children de- 
mand that there be no delay in making possible the 
speedy erection of this building. The Grand Lodge can 
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do what it wills to do, and this enterprise calls for the 
in all of us. | 
D In our last report we called attention to the fact 
that the Main Building, Css ий а: Des pue 
i le repairs, and now this need 13 
that г call your especial attention to it to the end 
that you may make sufficient appropriation to make 
these repairs and thus prevent the buildings from most 
serious damage and decay. We estimate that the im- 
provements and repairs, which are absolutely necessary, 
will cost something more than Fifteen Thousand Dol- 
lars, and of this amount we may be able to pay twenty- 
five hundred dollars from our permanent investment 
fund. 


The report of Mr. L. W. Alderman, Manager of our 
Singing Class, gives valuable information as to what 
has been accomplished by the annual concerts through- 
out the State. In this connection we desire to thank all 
the Masons and other good citizens of the State for their 
liberal patronage and support of these concerts. 

We have pleasure in commending to every Mason 
in the State, The Orphans' Friend, a clean, elevating and 
instructive family paper. By reading this paper from 
week to week, Masons may keep in touch with the great 
work being done at your Orphanage. 


It will be noted from the report of our Superinten- 
dent and Treasurer that at the end of our fiscal year, No- 
vember 1, 1922, we were in debt to the amount of Ten 
Thousand Dollars or slightly more. The explanation given 
by our Superintendent probably accounts for this debt. A 
great business like that being done at your Orphanage 
ought not to be handicapped by lack of funds. Our cre- 
dit is good and we must keep it so by not borrowing ex- 
cept in unusual cases. 


The needs of the Orphanage for the coming year 
will be greater than ever before, because of the large 
amount which we will be required to expend for re- 
pairs which must be made, and because of the increased 
cost of maintenance of the children. 

We ask that you make the following appropriations:

We are pleased to report that the work of construct- 
ing the William J. Hicks Memorial Hospital is progress- 
ing satisfactorily. We hope to have it completed, 
equipped and ready for occupancy early in May, so that 
it may be presented to the Institution with fitting cere- 
mony upon the occasion of the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the real work of our Institution. We will 
lack some money to complete and equip the building 
and call upon the Masons and other charitable citizens 
of the State to come to our rescue, so that this much 
needed building and equipment may be free of debt, 
when it is ready for occupancy. A detailed report of 
subscription and collections will be made by B. S. Roy- 
ster, the Hospital Treasurer. 

The officers, teachers and every one connected with 
the Institution have been faithful and efficient during the 
past year, and we desire to commend them most high- 
ly. 

We ask your hearty co-operation and most liberal 
support in the work which we are engaged in at Ox- 
ford.

not only in the life of this Orphans’ Home, but years of 
wonderful improvement in the facilities for caring for 
the orphan child, as well as a radical change in the posi- 
tion the work holds in the public conscience. Indeed, a 
new light has dawned and a new vision has come before 
the spiritual consciousness of our citizens in these fifty 
ears. 

In 1872 there was no place in our state, and very 
few in the south, for the care and training of the orphan 
child. Then God raised up a modern Moses to lead our 
people in one of the greatest movements for the uplift 
of the helpless ever undertaken. After the Grand 
Lodge of 1872 had authorized the establishment of this 
Orphans’ Home, and elected Bro. John H. Mills as its 
first superintendent; the work was far from being an 
established fact. No one knew but Brother Mills how 
many hindrances and vicissitudes the work encountered 
during the early years of its existence. Almost insur- 
mountable difficulties seemed constantly to confront this 
giant of perseverance. I verily believe that no other 
man could have continued the work under the circum- 
stances, for our people were extremely poor. War had ra- 
vished their homes. Their men largely had been killed, 
and our people were staggering under public as well as 
private debt. There was hardly enough money to live on. 
This was the state of affairs when Brother Mills began 
this philanthropic work. It was a new venture, and the 
people had not been educated, as they now are, to this 
kind of work. Very few had any faith in its success. 


But the Father of the fatherless heard the cry of 
His needy children. He put courage into Brother Mills’ 
heart. He softened the hearts of the people to the work. 
He opened up the way which seemed to be blocked. His 
blessing was on the undertaking. His Providence 
guided the frail bark through the breakers, pointing its 
prow toward the celestial city out into the deep, broad 
ocean of human love and sympathy, where the rocks and 
quicksands of adversity and criticism could not disturb 
its triumphal progress of soul saving. 
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From this small beginning has grown 26 child car- 
ing Institutions in the state with the capacity of 2,700 
orphan children. Some of them are among the largest 
in the south. I do not think I exaggerate when I say that 
we have just reason to be proud of having one of the best 
systems for Orphanage work of any state in the union. 
Our Orphanages are largely built on the cottage plan on 
the edges of small towns with ample land around them 
where the children can get next to nature. The home- 
like influence thrown around them divests . our work 
largely of the institutional atmosphere which obtains 80 
largely in the Orphanages in the north where they have 
their institutions in large cities where children do not 
have the opportunities for home life or getting next to 
nature that our children have. 

In the fifty years we have taken care of over thirty- 
five hundred children and our capacity has increased to 
375. We are crowded all the time and have on our wait- 
ing list about one hundred names. We cannot build more 
cottages to take in more children because we до not have 
school-room facilities to seat more, or dining room to feed 
them. We have gone to the limit of our capacity. Be- 
fore we can increase the number of children we must en- 
large the dining room and school facilities. 

The new William J. Hicks Memorial Hospital is 
now in process of erection. We hope to be able to occupy 
it some time in the spring or early summer, and I believe 
that will be an appropriate day for celebrating our 
fiftieth anniversary. 

As soon as we can occupy the new hospital that will 
release the old hospital for other purposes. I would 
therefore suggest that it be used to house more children. 
Of course this will add to our expenses, but I am sure a 
way will be opened up to supply the means. 

While I am on this subject, I beg to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that we closed our fiscal year $10,000.00 
in debt. The total expenses for running the Home this 
year were approximately what they were the year before, 
the deficit being caused by the falling off of $4,838.08 in 
Singing Class receipts and $5,260.21 in donations, both 
Masonic and general, making a total of $10,098.29. I do 
not think this was caused by any falling off of interest in 
the Home, but by the general feeling of depression which 
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шш he health of the children for the year has been 
good. We have every reason to be grateful. We lament 
the loss of one of our dear children, Pearl Mayes, who 
died of pus infection of an unknown origin. For full 
details of the health of the children I beg to refer you to 
the report of our physician, Dr. N. C. Daniel, herewith 
submitted. Also the report of our dentist, Dr. R. F. 
Waller, as to the dental work done for them. 

I regret to report that our faithful dentist, Dr. Т.Т, 
Frazier, decided to move back to Durham to live and re- 
signed as dentist to take effect September 156, so Dr. 
Waller was chosen in his place. 

It gives me very great pleasure to acknowledge our 
deep debt of gratitude to Dr. B. W. Fassett, of Durham, 
for the service he so willingly and efficiently rendered 
our children in over forty cases of tonsils and adenoids. 
He came over from Durham and brought two of his 
nurses several times, at his own expense, and would not 
accept any compensation for his valuable services. 

I deeply regret to have to report the loss of our very 
able and devoted physician, Dr. T. L. Booth, who served 
the Home for more than twenty-five years, but who was 
compelled to give up the work on account of failing 
health. No Orphanage ever had a more faithful and ef- 
ficient doctor than he proved to be and he was loved by 
all the children. 

Although the school and cottage work is most im- 
portant, I shall not refer to it here, but beg to direct your 
attention to the report of Miss N. N. Bemis, our very ef- 
ficient Lady Supervisor, who gives full information of 
these departments, which report is herewith submitted. 

Our Treasurer, Bro. Ivey Allen, will give you in his 
report the financial condition of the Institution, as well 
as a report of the Printing Office, Wood-working Shop, 
Shoe Shop and Farm. 

Bro. L. W. Alderman, Manager of the Singing Class, 
has a good report. We are very much pleased with this 
year’s work of the Class and think it has closed one of 
the best tours in its history. The children have given 
an entertainment of a high order which has been most 
graciously received wherever it was given.

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their generosity to continue to the Orphanage after they 
had departed.

We are making the price of this book only fifty 
cents, аз we are not trying to make it profitable, but 
giving our friends the first opportunity for a correct 
and comprehensive view of the Oxford Orphanage which 
has ever been attempted. 

Before closing this report, I wish to express my deep 
appreciation for the general spirit of co-operation which 
is evidenced by the faculty of this Home. I feel that 
there is but one motive which actuates the organization, 
that is an earnest desire to promote the best interest 
and happiness of the children. 

Please allow me also to state that the delightful 
spirit of sympathy and willingness to assist in every 
way the lightening of the burden of responsibility of this 
great work on the part of the Executive Committee puts 
me under a lasting debt of gratitude to them as well as 
to your honored selves.

COTTAGE HOMES 


We are more impressed each year with the advan- 
tage of having cottage mothers in charge. At present 
there are nine who devote their time to the care of a cot- 
tage and thirty-six to forty boys or girls. 

The children are trained to regular, healthful habits, 
the care of the buildings, the furniture, the walks 
and the grass plots. Obedience and courtesy are taught 
and all things that tend towards the up-building of char- 
acter. The devotion to their old home is shown by the 
eagerness with which the former boys and girls plan to 
return at every opportunity. Christmas is a magic word 
at the Orphanage and many who are at college or at 
work come to enjoy the holiday cheer. We have a vaca- 
tion of three days, and those are filled with joy. One 
young man remarked, “1 just had to come back to see 
those Christmas trees." 


A group of carol singers gave selections on the cam- 
pus and at several places in town on Christmas eve. 


SCHOOLS 


. Our school year of forty weeks closed June 17th. 
Eight additional weeks were given the Senior Class for 
study during July and August. In September diplomas 
were awarded the students who had completed the four 
years of high school work. This is the first time that 
diplomas have been presented to the pupils of the Orphan- 
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age. Nine of the ten graduates are now in colleges; five 
at the East Carolina; two at North Carolina College; one 
at Greensboro, and one at Wake Forest. The other mem- 
ber of the class is in training at the Park View Hospi- 
tal.

Alma Ball received the highest scholarship mark 
for the year. 

We now have eleven grades with one hundred twen- 
ty-two pupils enrolled in the high school. Our course of 
study has been revised to conform to the course recently 
adopted by the State High Schools. Beginning in Sep- 
tember, we have had departmental work in the high 
school; one teacher for English and Science; another for 
Mathematics and Latin; a third for History and Com- 
mercial Geography. 

A fine laboratory equipment was purchased in the 
spring for the Science class and was placed in the base- 
ment used for Domestic Science, that being the most 
suitable place at present to have the experiments per- 
formed. 

The generosity of Masons in Lenoir has made it 
possible for one of our girls to study at Davenport Col- 
lege this year. She has already entered upon her second 
year and these same friends have given another girl 
a chance, therefore we have two at Davenport. 

The Grand Commandery is supplying funds to en- 
able a student who has completed the freshman year at 
the North Carolina College at Greensboro to continue her 
studies through the three remaining years. The Mocks- 
ville picnic fund also assists students at this college. 

The A. B. Andrews Educational Loan Fund is help- 
ing students at the East Carolina College. The High 
Point Commandery is assisting a boy at Wake Forest, 
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| rand Chapter, O. Е. S., is lending aid to а stu- 
ends rea ana ab East Carolina. The Eastern Star 
Chapters have donated large quantities of clothing for 
the Baby Cottage. The dainty handwork and bits of em- 
broidery on the articles have delighted the hearts of the 
little ones. Án С 

It seems that golden opportunities аге opening to all 
students who wish to gain an education and we earnest- 
ly hope that the generous gifts of our Masonic friends 
and members of the Eastern Star Chapters will be fully 
appreciated by the pupils and that all students receiving 
aid will not only show their gratitude by making the best 
possible use of the opportunities but will also ever re- 
member the kind friends who have responded so royal- 
ly to their needs. 

All of the school-rooms are crowded. Several rooms 
do not have sufficient seating capacity to take care of the 
number of pupils in the grade. They are long, narrow 
and poorly lighted, and the desks are too near together 
for comfort or convenience. We have transferred a 
part of one grade to the study room at the Girls’ First 
Cottage. 

Ten children have been transferred from the Baby 
Cottage. There are twenty-four in the kindergarten. 
The new room recently excavated for the use of this class 
is much larger and more suitable than the former room. 
The play-room in the basement is another addition which 
is proving a wonderful help in the care of the little folks. 


MUSIC 


Lessons are given in all the grades, and in addition 
to the regular chorus work the high school pupils are 
being given a course in music appreciation, in order to 
teach them to know and love the best music. Records 
have been donated for use on the Victrola and talks on 
the various selections and composers have aroused an 
interest in classic music. The boys have organized a 
Glee Club to practice once a week, and they Want to form 
an orchestra or band. This is one of our ‘dreams for the 
future. 

The Manual Arts department has purchased a lathe 
and motor and the boys are learning to turn objects 
from wood. Many different articles have been added to 
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our exhibit room during the year; such as tables, hat and 
flower stands, cement pieces, together with baskets and 
embroidery done by the girls. 


ATHLETICS 


A carefully planned course in athletics has kept 
the children playing and swimming in season all through 
the year. Records have been kept of the progress of each 
child. Baseball has been popular with the boys, and 
basketball has been played by both boys and girls. Two 
exhibitions of drills, games and folk dances were given 
in the winter in which the boys and girls took part. 
An exhibition of the work done in this department was 
given on the athletic field June 24th. A tennis court has 
been added and the field enlarged for a race track. 


At the county athletic meet held at Winfield Park 
play-ground, our grammar grades won a loving cup as 
one of the prizes. 

In October, a rest room was opened for the use of 
teachers who have a period off duty during the day. This 
has been done because we realize more and more each 
year that comfortable surroundings pay in better teach- 
ing and better pupiJs—that what adds to the comfort 
and convenience of the teachers re-acts on the children. 


THRIFT 


The subject of Thrift at the Orphanage has develop- 
ed with the years. The idea has largely grown out of a 
need. Each season quantities of acorns fall from the 
oaks, later leaves cover the campus and grove; both are 
needed by the farmers who are too busy to gather them. 
Notice is given that the institution will pay for every 
bucket of acorns and each sack of leaves gathered. At 
once the grove is full of children, eager to work, and 
thousands of bags of leaves are collected. The same 
plan is observed for the boys in the berry season. One boy 
earned $20.00 last July picking blackberries. Hunting 
and trapping are favorite pursuits during the winter 
months. The girls make tatting, crochet and embroider 
articles. They take orders from all over the state. The 
children have $400.00 in liberty bonds and more than one 
hundred have bank accounts. We have never adopted the 
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i f paying for work which would naturally be re- 
een A of Phildren in any well-ordered home on the prin- 
ciple that such work should be done cheerfully for the 
good of all. 


LIBRARY 


The new International Encyclopedia is a recent ad- 
dition to the library. A good many books have been pur- 
chased and some have been donated. We have now 
2352 volumes on the shelves. 


SEWING ROOMS AND LAUNDRY 


The work at the sewing rooms and laundry has 
been well done. A great number of articles of wearing 
apparel have been made. The girls are taught to cut as 
well as to make garments. The laundry is in operation 
six days in the week. 

The Orphanage is a busy and a happy place. Thanks 
are due to the teachers, cottage-mothers and matrons 
for their hearty co-operation, efficient work, and the in- 
terest they have shown in the welfare of all. I also 
wish to thank you most heartily for the advice and en- 
couragement which you have at all times been ready to 
give.

REPORT OF MANAGER OF SINGING CLASS 


MR. R. L. BROWN, Superintendent of Oxford Orphan 
Asylum, 
DEAR BROTHER BROWN: 

The friends throughout the State, who have со-ор- 
erated so liberally and loyally with the Singing Class, 
will be pleased to know that the three trips for 1922 
were successful and very helpful. 

While in Roxboro, it was the pleasure of the Class 
to meet up with Mr. James H. Evans, editor and owner 
of the Person County News, who related to the party 
some very interesting incidents relative to the Orphan- 
age work, when he was a boy in the institution. Among 
other things, he said: 

“The Singing Class was originated more than forty- 
nine years ago—June 1873, to be exact as to the year— 
by the lamented John H. Mills, the first Superintendent 
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of the Oxford Orphanage, who so ably directed the des- 
tinies of this institution for many years in its infancy—- 
an institution that has done a vast amount of good in 
caring for and educating the Orphan children of the 
State. 

“The editor of the Мелоз was the “Handy Апду' stu- 
dent at the Orphanage then and drove the team that соп- 
veyed the first Singing Class from Oxford to Henderson 
(there being no railroad running into Oxford at that 
time) where they took the train over the old Raleigh 
and Gaston railroad for Raleigh, where the Class gave 
its second travelling concert, the first being given in 
Henderson." 

This bit of history coming from one who went 
along as a member of the party, is quite suggestive of 
the changes that have taken place in half a century, 
from the poor facilities for travel to modern rapid trans- 
it methods, by steam or automobile. The trips then were 
but few days in length; now they are weeks in length. 
They were first made to educate the masses who knew 
but little of Orphanage work; while now the Class is 
welcomed by thousands, from one end of the State to the 
other, for the clean high class entertainments given. 
The visits now give the friends a first hand opportunity 
to lend that personal co-operation with the Class, re- 
presentatives of the Home, in helping to raise the need- 
ed support for the children. 

The program was under the direction of Miss Myr- 
tie Muse, teacher in charge, who had a group of four- 
teen children comprising the personnel of the Class. 

There were 191 Class date visits made. Ву alter- 
nating with a number of points visited last year, several 
new points were made this year. The total Class re- 
ceipts, for the fiscal year, were $36,605.26, while the ex- 
penditures for the Class, including all items of travel- 
ing, printing, postage, salaries, etc., were $6,064.41, 
which leaves the net receipts, $30,540.85. "This gives a 
daily gross average receipts of about $191.63. 

The rather unusual occurrence shows that the dol- 
lars in the daily average are the same as the number of 
Class date visits. 

As a matter of information we wish to state that the 
points named below were visited during the last fiscal 
year, but their reports with cash were not received until 
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after the books were closed at the end of the fiscal year:

Оп September Ist, I took charge of the care of the 
children’s teeth of the Masonic Orphanage. 

Since then I have made a careful examination of 
each child’s mouth, noting the condition of the soft tis- 
sue as carefully as the hard or (tooth structure). I 
found but a few mouths that showed any indications of 
pyorrhea or Riggs Disease.

As a whole, I think the children’s mouths and teeth 
are 1n very good condition. 


R. T. WALLER 
REPORT OF PHYSICIAN 
МЕ. В. L. BROWN, Superintendent: 


I am pleased to report to you that the health of the 
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children at the Oxford Orphan Asylum has been un- 
usually good during the year of 1922. 

I have recently given all of the children of the Or- 
phanage a thorough physical examination. And I am 
pleased to state that I do not believe that you can find 
anywhere a lot of children of like number, who are in 
a more perfect physical condition. No doubt you will 
be pleased to know that my records will show in 
all cases that the longer the child has been at the 
Orphanage the more perfect is his physical condition. 
Out of the whole number of children examined, I only 
found two (2) who had any curvature of the spine and in 
both cases it was due to conditions existing prior to their 
admission. I found four (4) cases of minor heart 
lesions, all of these are under observation and are im- 
proving. I found one (1) case of kidney disease (acute 
nephritis) which has been corrected. 

I made complete records of all the children and have 
them on file at the hospital and I propose to keep in touch 
with the children in that way. Each child is examined up- 
on its entrance to the Orphanage and is then placed in 
quarantine at the hospital for seven (7) days, after 
which time he is given a thorough physical examination 
and a record is made of his condition at that time. 

All children upon their admission are given toxin- 
anti-toxin as a preventive to diphtheria. 

I had forty (40) tonsil operations for the year which 
was done without cost to the Institution through the 
kindness of Dr. B. W. Fassett of Durham. All children 
under 12 years have been vaccinated against diphtheria 
by the administration of three doses of toxin-anti-toxin 
with no untoward results in any case. 

We have had no epidemic of any contagious or in- 
fectious disease this year with the exception of four cases 
of diphtheria at the Baby Cottage, all of which responded 
to treatment by the administration of diphtheria anti- 
toxin. 

We have had one death at the Orphanage during 
the year due to general and violent septicemea of un- 
known origin.

The Grand Lodge made an appropriation of $5,-

barn. This appears as a separate item for permanent 
improvements. There is still a balance of $3,500.00 due 
on the barn. 

We have not yet been able to pay off the indebted- 
ness of $2,850.00 borrowed by the Printing Office to pay 
for new machinery last year. But with changes in this 
department noted in the Superintendent's report, we 
think we will be able to take care of this early in next 
year. 

The continued generosity of Oasis and Sudan Tem- 
ples has enabled us to wipe out the debt on our splen- 
did Swimming Pool.

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Тһе Grand Secretary read the following report of 
Representatives to the Masonic Service Association 
which was referred to the Educational Committee. 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


BRETHREN: The Masonic Service Association of the United 
States met in the beautiful temple of Ivanhoe Lodge, No. 446, 
Kansas City, Missouri, November 17th and 18th. A complete re- 
port of the sessions will be sent to members of the Grand Juris- 
dictions within a few weeks. 

There was enthusiasm manifested by the delegates, and the 
feeling was expressed that the Association has now passed the ex- 
perimental stage and is rapidly becoming a rea! and potent force 
in American Masonry. 

The recommendation of our Grand Lodge Education Com- 
mittee concerning the appointment of a field secretary fits in 
perfectly with the method of operation of the Association, Rep- 
resentatives of several states reported upon the work in their 
respective Grand Jurisdictions, and in every case there is one 
man who devotes his whole time to the task and who is respon- 
sible to a Central Committee, corresponding exactly, in this jur- 
isdiction, with the Education Committee. In North Dakota and 
Montana the program of the Association within the jurisdic- 
tion is financed by twenty-five cent per capita tax; in Texas, by 
ten cent per capita tax, and in the other states in amounts varying 
between these. Every Grand Jurisdiction that has put on the 
Association’s program is delighted with it and would under no 
circumstances give it up. We feel that The Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina should appoint in January a capable man, as 
recommended by the Education Committee, to devote his whole 
time to work of this character. Most Worshipful Bro. Andrew 
L. Randell, Past Grand Master of Texas, and at present Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Masonie Service Association, will attend 
our January communication and present to North Carolina Ma- 
sons the Association, its aims, purposes and program.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 
To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M.: 


Your Committee on Education, appointed agreeable to the 
resolution set out on page 98, of the 1922 Proceedings, beg to 
report as follows: 


By consent of the members it was agreed that Deputy Grand 
Master Hubert M. Poteat, as chairman, should take up the matter 
with any other Masonic bodies in the State, who were engaged 
in similar work, and he ascertained that during the year 1921- 
1922, the Grand Chapter of North Carolina, Royal Arch Masons, 
and Grand Commandery of North Carolina, Knights Templar, 
had each appropriated a fund of $1,000.00 and out of which $2,- 
000.00 they had placed $1,000.00 as a “Knights Templar and 
Royal Arch Masons’ Loan Fund” at the North Carolina College 
for Women at Greensboro and a like amount of $1,000.00 as a 
“Knights Templar and Royal Arch Masons’ Loan Fund” at the 
East Carolina Teachers’ College at Greenville, which funds had 
been loaned to, and been the means of, eleven young women 
(five at Greensboro and six at Greenville) in the senior class 
graduating in June 1922, who otherwise for lack of raising ready 
cash would have been compelled to leave college, when they lacked 
only one year of graduation, which would entitle them to a Grade 
A State Teacher’s Certificate.

irman of the Grand Lodge committee first endeavor- 
ed Br i meeting of the three committees which was 
found impracticable, so each committee authorized its chairman 
to act on its behalf, and a joint meeting of the three chairmen 
was held at Wake Forest in September, 1922, at which time it 
was determined that the three committees would act in co-oper- 
ation with each other so that there need be no duplication of 
work, and further it was ascertained that the money available 
was $1,000.00 from the Grand Lodge, $1,000.00 from the Grand 
Chapter and $500.00 from the Grand Commandery, a total of 
$2,500.00, whereupon it was agreed that the Grand Lodge put up 
an additional $500.00, the Grand Chapter, R. A. M., an additional 
$1,000.00, and the Grand Commandery, Knights Templar, ап ad- 
ditional $1,000.00, which additional $2,500.00 added to the amount 
appropriated aggregated $5,000.00. 


It was then agreed that the $5,000.00 would be divided into 
four loan funds of $1,250.00 each to be called “Masonic Loan 
Fund" and one placed at (1) the University of Novth Carolina 
at Chapel Hill, (2) the State College of Agriculture and Engin- 
eering at Raleigh, (3) the North Carolina College for Women 
at Greensboro and (4) the East Carolina Teachers' College at 
Greenville. 


It was further determined that these loan funds should not be 
restricted to the children or dependents of Masons, but should 
be handled by the college authorities, like any other loan fund, 
for deserving students, the preference to be given to deserving 
seniors, juniors and upper classmen and women and the loans 
when repaid to be loaned out again.

B. Andrews, of Raleigh, was desig- 
аи as treasurer of the joint committee and directed to collect 
n ле money and disburse the same to the four institutions nam- 
ed, and advise the committee as the several sums were paid. 
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From time to time, as the money has been paid in by the sev- 
eral grand bodies, he has disbursed the entire $1,250.00 to each 
of the four institutions, whose receipts for the same have been 
filled with the committee. 


We consider the placing of $5,000.00 of “Masonic Loan Funds” 
as something worth while to Free Masonry. The good that such 
funds can do in tiding over deserving worthy students of limited 
means, who have no other possession in this world than a char- 
acter and a capacity for education, and no relatives or kin even 
moderately well-to-do who could spare them the loan of the 
money needed, means that the Grand Lodge has accomplished a 
great deal. Furthermore, this $5,000.00 has been financed by 
the Grand Lodge only putting up $1,500.00, while other bodies of 
Masonry, whose membership pre-requisite is continuous member- 
ship in a Master Mason’s Lodge, have put up the other $3,500.00, 
and generously and unanimously have they joined in calling it 
“Masonic Loan Fund.” As a question arose whether the Grand 
Master, in the vacation of the Grand Lodge, could appropriate 
the additional $500.00, Grand Master James H. Webb very 
generously advanced this $500.00 out of his pocket, trusting to 
the Grand Lodge to reimburse him in order that there might be 
no delay or hindering in the program of putting this $5,000.00 
“Masonic Loan Fund” into effect. 


We, therefore, recommend that the action of the chairman 
of the committee in obligating the Grand Lodge for $500.00 ad- 
ditional be approved, and that Grand Master Webb be reimbursed 
the $500.00 advanced by him individually for the Grand Lodge.

4 is the unanimous wish and desire of the membership of 
the three committees that this work in future continue on a co- 
operative basis, just as this year, and that the work should be 
increased.

Junior Grand Warden Leon Cash submitted the fol- 
lowing report on Necrology, which was read, and on mo- 
tion of Past Grand Master Norfleet the report was adop- 
ted and the Grand Lodge expressed thanks to the Supreme 
Architect that said report was made by Leon Cash and 
that they trusted he would live to make many more. The 
motion was adopted by a rising vote. 


Time goes, you say? Ah, no, 
Alas, Time stays; we go!” 


Another cycle of months has gone by and we pause in our 
deliberations to recall the names and faces of our departed 
Brethren; to recount their goodly deeds and gracious qualities 
of mind and heart; to water anew with tears of affection the 
rosemary of remembrance which we have planted above the hal- 
lowed shrines where they shall slumber in restful peace 


“Till the stars are old 
And the sun grows cold 
And the leaves of the Judgment Book unfold.” 


It is meet that, in this hour, custom has decreed that we shall 
turn for awhile from the resplendent majesty of the pulsating 
life, which we who are present enjoy, to contemplate the mystery 
of death, and pay affectionate tribute to the memories of those 
Brethren who have preceded us in that inevitable pilgrimage 
through the beckoning shadows that darkly trail beyond the bor- 
ders of this world. 

Reverently we turn to thoughts of our departed Brethren, 
many of whom since last we met have been called to more exalted 
labors in the Grand Lodge above. Their virtues which endeared 
them to us are now active in the enjoyment of all is compre- 
hended in the words of commendation: ‘Well done, good and 
faithful servant, enter thou into the joys of thy Lord.” 

Let their names be suitably inscribed in the Grand Lodge 
proceedings, where not only we, but the faithful of future gen- 
erations, may read, and ever and anon through uttered word 
and reverent thought keep green their memories and pay .tender 
tribute to their work and worth. 

But some there be among them who were chosen sons of 
their subordinate Lodges and whose membership and_ services 
in this Grand Body prompt us to make special mention of their 
names. 

Bro. Samuel A. Perkins was born in Camden, South Carolina, 
‘November 4, 1879, and died in Concord, July 1, 1922. He was 
made a Mason by Stokes Lodge, No. 32, September 4, 1911, and 
was a Past Master of this Lodge. He was appointed District 
Deputy Grand Master about May 1, 1822. He was a Christian 
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i and was a leading member of his church. 
He pea ria Sur shoot Superintendent at the Ише of his 
ume was a true Mason and practiced the precepts in his daily 
life among his Brethren who loved him for his loyalty and good 
да Г W. Cotten was Grand Master in 1893-94. It was 
during his administration that the Grand Lodge for the first 
time in one hundred years departed from its time-honored custom 
of holding its annual Grand Communication in the Capital City, 
Raleigh, and met in Wilmington to celebrate the centennial an- 
niversary of St. John's Lodge, No. 1. It is interesting to note 
at a time when our annual sessions are being sadly abbreviated, 
that the Communication held in Wiimington met at 8:00 p. m. 
Tuesday and adjourned at 6:30 p. m Vriday. 
At the suggestion of Grand Master Cotten the first Com- 
mittee on Fraternal Dead was appointed and the first report 
was filed by M. C. S. Noble, M. L. Winston and James A. Leach. 





We quote from the Grand Master's Address in 1895: 


“The Silent Reaper has been busy during the years, not 
only among our own, but in our sister Grand Jurisdictions, where 
some of the most honored and distinguished Brethren have enter- 
ed the Grand Lodge on high. Among those in our own State, we 
are called upon to mourn are: Past Grand Masters Edwin G. 
Reade and John MeCormick, both of whom passed away at a 
ripe old age, having been honored by their Brethren and their 
State. May their virtuous lives be unto us examples for us to 
folow, that, like them, we may die honored and regretted by 
our Brethren!" And that wish General Cotten expressed for 
others in 1895, in 1923 is in fullest measure applicable to him- 
self by the Brethren now in Grand Lodge assembled. 

General Cotten was nobody's man. His was an independent 
spirit. He was bluff, hearty and true. Не was a friend in whom 
one could rely and an opponent who was on the square. When 
convinced he was right, he was an advocate who could be de- 
pended upon to stand by to the end; and as an opponent he was 
equally zealous, standing alone, if need be, until victory was 
assured or defeat certain. Whether for or against he always 
gave the best he had in his shop. His life was distinguished for 
simplicity of manner, activity in business, scrupulous honesty. 
faithfulness to trusts, whether in private or official relations; 
and as a Mason he always fulfilled his obligations and pro- 
moted in every way the interests of the Craft, 


"here's а comforting thought at the close of the day— 
When Ги weary and lonely and sad, 

That sort of grips hold of my crusty old heart, 

And bids it be merry and glad; 

It gets in my soul and it drives out the blues, 

And finally thrills, through and through -— 

It is just a sweet memory that chants the refrain, 
‘Tm glad I touched shoulders with you.” 
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Every one was shocked when the press dispatches announced 
the death of Grand Pursuivant Robert M. Oates. Suddenly his 
sun of life went down at noon and his seat is vacant. 

He was prominent in the business, social and political af- 
fairs of his community and State, as well as in Freemasonry, 
and discharged the duties of every position in life to which he 
was called fearlessly, faithfully and well. 

Comparatively a young man, he has solved the great mys- 
tery of life and death, and awaits us on the farther shore; but 
he has left us the sweet influence of an upright and noble char- 
acter. His splendid personality commanded the admiration and 
respect of all with whom he came in contact. He was keen of 
intellect, a modest, manly man, of strong determination, but 
with a warm and gentle heart. Bob Oates was a considerate 
and thoughtful man. А year ago when the writer was sick 
among strangers, his body racked with pain, discouraged and 
pitifully weak, thoughtful Bob Oates wrote him a cheering, com- 
forting letter which eased the pain, encouraged the spirit and 
rested and strengthened the tired body. 

We had hoped to meet our friend here and thank him in per- 
son, but he has gone out beyond the end of the trail.

the orphan children; his affection for the Brethren; and of his 
simple, child-like faith in the perfect future life. m 
We also remember how at the close of our sessions, before 
he became too feeble, he enjoyed leading the Brethren in sing- 
ing the old songs which touch the heart and comfort the soul. 
This was one of his favorites: 





“There’s a land that is fairer than day, 
And by faith we can see it afar; 
For the Father waits over the way, 
To prepare us a dwelling-place there." 


A recent experience of ours made us interested in ап article 
by Irvin S. Cobb, “The Nearest I Ever Came to Death." 

"We are all of us going to die. Some may look upon death 
with indifference, some with a shrinking dread in their souls. 
The majority in times of health put from them all contempla- 
tion of death as a concrete fact; even so, though, there must be 
hours when they speculate upon it as applying to themselves. 
So to all such I, who have skirted the Valley of the Shadow, say 
that if my own experience is typical—and it surely must have 
been—then those among us whose lot it will be to face the fin- 
ish while still in reasonable possession of our faculties will face 
it without fear and. without bitterness, without reluctance and 
without repinings; we shall tind it, at the last, but а peaceful 
transition, an eternal change mercifully accomplished." 

But this view does not entirely satisfy. Аз Masons we ђе- 
lieve in immortality. Victor Hugo expresses it correctly when 
he says: “When I go down into the grave, I can say like зо 
many others, ‘Г have finished my day's work, but I cannot sav, 
‘I have finished my life.’ My day's work will begin the next 
morning. The tomb is not a blind alley; it is а thoroughfare. 
It closes with the twilight to open with the dawn." 

Let us therefore bow in humble submission to the Power that 
has preserved our lives, and lift our voices in thanksgiving and 
praise to the Grand Master of the Universe for His great mercy 
in permitting so many of us to clasp hands again äs brothers. 
When we reflect that we know пој how many of us, before ап- 
other meeting. тау be called before the Great White Throne and 
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asked for the last time the familiar question, “Is he worthy and 
well qualified?” we cannot heip but urge that each of us put his 
house in order for the great change, 


“What will they say when my work is done, 

And Life fades out with the setting sun? 

That he builded a business of goodly size, 

And emblazoned his name on financial skies? 

That his standing was shown in Bradstreet and Dun, 
And Big Business paused when his course was run? 
That his name was sufficient on bond or note, 

And the banks all honored the checks he wrote? 
That his record was clean, and he never swerved 
From his steadfast course to success deserved?" 

АП very well, in a worldly way— 

And yet not the things I hope they'll say. 


*When Life goes out with the dying day, 
These are the things that I hope they'll say; 
“That he greeted the morn with a snatch of song, 
And whistled and smiled when all things went wrong 
That he treasured the friendship of child and brute 
Far more than he cherished the world's repute; 
That if ever he wavered and walked astray, 
He groped his way back in a penitent way; 
That a heartening hail and a cheering smile 
Will be missed from the paths that he trod awhile.' 
This be the tone of the world's refrain— 
Else I shall feel I have lived in vain." 


Past Grand Master Braswell submitted the follow- 
ing report of Committee appointed by Grand Lodge to 
prepare suitable resolutions on death of Past Grand Mas- 
Jno. W. Cotten, which was read and adopted, and a copy 
ordered to be printed in The Orphans' Friend and a copy 
sent to the widow of Brother Cotten. 


To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

It is fitting that, in discussing the problems that come before 
this Grand Lodge for solution, we pause for a moment and pay 
tribute to our distinguished and departed dead. 


“Break, break, break on thy cold, grey stones, О Sea! 

And I would that I could utter the thoughts that arise 
in me, 

The Stately ship sails on for the haven under the hill, 

But, O, for the touch of a vanished hand and the sound 
of a voice that is still!" 


. On Oct. 1st, 1922, at his home in Tarboro, after a long and 
painful illness, a messenger of mercy came and in the solemn 
hush of a holy Sabbath evening Past Grand Master Jno. W. Cot- 
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thren mourn. - 
e Born in Wake county, North Carolina, Aug. 11, 1835, he 
lived to the advanced age of seventy-seven years. The son of a 
distinguished family, J. W. and Placide Clark Cotten, his wife, 
he was reared in an atmosphere of refinement and culture typi- 
cal of the Old South and always “Ђоге, without abuse, the grand 
old name of gentleman." Of splendid physique, liberal education 
and an air of authority that comes from mingling with men of 
affairs, Past Grand Master Cotten's was a commanding figure 
in any assembly. Of broad vision, strong mind, and tenacious 
of the right as he saw it, he won the love and admiration of all 
with whom he came in intimate association. On the 19th of 
January, 1865, he was married to Miss Elizabeth Frink, of South- 
port, North Carolina, and from this union he is survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. David Tayloe. of Washington, North Carolina, 
and Mrs. Lizzie Howard, of Richmond, Virginia, and three sons: 
Capt. Jno. W., of Richmond, Virginia, Joseph Cheshire, of Peters- 
burg, Virginia, and William B. Cotten, of Atlantic City. Оп 
Aug. 19, 1879, he was married to Miss Alice Pender, of Tar- 
boro, a member of an old and prominent Edgecombe family, 
who, with one daughter, Miss Florida Cotten, of Washington, 
D. C, survive him. His home life was blameless and its influ- 
ences as sweet as a mother's eventide lullaby. He was a loyal 
and true friend; he loved his State and people and was ever 
jealous of their reputation and honor. At the age of seventeen, 
he left the University of North Carolina to defend a cause he 
believed to be just and righteous. Не served as Lieutenant in 
the 10th heavy artillery of the C. S. А. until transferred to the 
Signal Corps, in which service he remained until the close of 
hostilities. He was commissioned Captain, Co. F. (Edgecombe 
Guards) First Infantry, №. С. S. G., May 1, 1877; Lieut. Col. 
First Кер., (Staff) N. C. S. G., Jan. 10, 1878; Col. First Reg., 
N. C. S. G., Dec. 7, 1882-89-90; Brig. Gen. First Brigade, N. C. 
5. G. Jan. 27, 1891-1896; Capt. Co. А, First Infantry, N. С. S. С., 
March 31, 1897; Capt. Co. L, Second Infantry, N. С. S. 6., April 


27, 1898; Major Second Reg. N. С. Volunteers, May 27, 1898; 
(Mustered into Federal service, Spanish American War, May 
27, 1898. Mustered out Nov. 25, 1898.) Capt. Со. A., Second In- 


fantry, №. €. 5. G., Sept. 12, 1900; resigned, July 22, 1902. 

А casual review of his military service demonstrates the fact 
that he was "true to his country and just to the laws of the Gov- 
ernment under which he lived." Не was a director of the Ox- 
ford Crphanage for many years and his service to that Insti- 
tution was of a high order and an inspiration to his colleagues. 
He was particularly tender and atfectionate to children, and his 
wise counsel and gentle sympathy whispered into the ears of 
despondent and erring Brethren Wrought many reformations. 

. Не was a member of all branches of Masonry, York and 
Scottish Rites and the Mystic Shrine. He was Past Master of 
Concord Lodge, No. os, and a regular and prompt attendant upon 
its Communications and frequently participated in its ritualistic 
work. He was Grand Master of The Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
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lina for two terms, 1893-1894, and his administrations were 
marked by signal ability. He loved and believed in Masonry; 
his conception of its laws, rules, regulations and tenets was broad 
and comprehensive and his loyaity such as gives to it the exalted 
niche it occupies in the estimation of mankind. In the fore- 
noon of October 3rd, after a short service in Calvary Church, of 
which he had long been a communicant, and in the presence of 
a vast concourse of relatives and friends, the last sad rites were 
conducted by The Grand Lodge of North Carolina, R.’.W.’.De- 
puty Grand Master Hubert M. Poteat, officiating. In the quiet, 
peaceful bosom of beautiful Calvary church-yard, close by his 
loved ones, rest all that was mortal of our beloved Brother. 
There, embowered by ivy and rose, the tender blue eyed violets 
will kiss the sod above him; the sturdy cak and the sad, sad cy- 
press will whisper their solemn requiem, and God’s own Angels, 
looking down through the starry windows of heaven, will keep 
silent and sacred watch. 


“High Twelve! Lo! Judah's Lion stoops to save! 
His strong right hand is reaching downward to the grave. 
The dead shall stand. 
A grip, a word, he springs upright. 
Shadows fly; 
He basks in Heaven’s eternal light, 
No more to die. 
High Twelve."

GREENSBORO, N. C., January 16, 1923 
To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M.: 


BRETHREN: We respectfully submit to this Grand Masonic 
Body our report covering the operations of your Home for aged 
Masons and their dependents, for the year 1922. 


HOME FAMILY 
On Jan. 1, 1922, we had a Home family of 25. "We received 
during the year 11. We lost by death 4. Оп Dec. 31, 1922, we 
numbered 42 people in our care. Of these 18 are Brother Masons 
and 24 the wives or widows of our Brothers. 


HEALTH 
Considering the advanced age of our guests, the general 
health conditions are satisfactory. Our Home physician made 
154 separate calls during the year. His full report in detail is 
attached and made part of this report. We have 12 guests whose 
combined ages total 1008 years, the oldest being 96 and young- 
est 85. 
IMPROVEMENTS 
We continue to make additions and improvements to our 
plant. This is made necessary by reason of the state-wide de- 
mands for admission. А new wing of 17 rooms was completed 
during the past year. and was immediately ñlled from our long 
waiting list. This wing cost $20,000, and was completed for less 
than the original estimates, This was rendered possible through 
the personal attention given by our Secretary and Treasurer. 
Bro. L. М. Clymer, and our Superintendent, Bro. H. С. Butler. 
Both of these men are practical mechanics and builders. The 
Main Building was completely renovated, painted inside and out- 
side and all necessary repairs made. 


NEW HEATING PLANT 
We have installed a modern heating plant and made all 
rooms comfortable. This system is of suticient capacity to 


carry the present buildings and the second wing which must be 
constructed in 1923. 
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GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS 


We have laid cement floors in our piggery and made num- 
erous and necessary repairs to barns and out-buildings.

This ambitious program may at first glance seem one of ex- 
travagance. But investigation will prove that our waiting list of 
worthy suffering Brothers or their dependent ones makes it im- 
perative that we meet conditions and demands without delay. 

The representatives of many Lodges now before me will 
give testimony that we have not been able to act promptly upon 
their applications. This is through no fault of our management, 
but due to the fact that our facilities were not adequate.

The number of Lodges in State approximately five hundred 
and eighty (580) with a membership of approximately forty- 
eight thousand and five hundred (48,500). 

In behalf of the officers of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge 
of Alabama and its membership, I extend to officers of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina and its entire 
membership greetings and wish to each of them a Happy New 
Year.

My DEAR BROTHER WILLSON: As Grand Representative of 
The Grand Lodge of North Carolina near The Grand Lodge of 
Ohio, I attended the annual communication of the latter at Col- 
umbus, Ohio, on October 17, 18 and 19. 

Briefly, let me say by way of report that the membership 
in Ohio announced at that communication was 172,341, the gross 
increase during the year being 13,507, and the net gain after 
all deductions (these being usually heavy owing to the greater 
strictness in following up arrearages of dues) being 8,684. 

Total resources of the Grand Lodge were stated as $398, 
622.31. A per capita tax of $1.00 was as usual ordered paid to the 
Masonic Home by the Grand Treasurer within ten days, this 
amounting to $172,341. 

The incoming Grand Master’s expense allowance of $1,500 
was increased by a further amount of $1,200 for clerical assistance. 
The Stacker Williams Library was allotted $750, and $1,000 
was also apportioned to the Grand Lodge meeting of next year 
which will be held in Cincinnati. 

Every Lodge in Ohio is provided with a complete list of re- 
gular Masonic bodies at the expense of the Grand Lodge, which 
by the way also provides the Lodges of the State with the re- 
ports of the Relief Association of the United States. Follow- 
ing the recommendation of Grand Master Flotron a year ago 
legislation was adopted stipulating a period before a Master 
Mason could take the higher degrees. 

Number in attendance and qualified at this communication to 
vote on election of Grand Lodge officers, etc., was certified by 
the Committee on Credentials as 1,306. ў 

The newly elected Grand Master is Harry 5. Johnson, of 
Cincinnati. Grand Secretary J. H. Bromwell was re-elected for 
the thirty-sixth time and he received an enthusiastic ovation, 
which was richly deserved by this dearly beloved and widely 
known Brother.

Your Educational Committee begs to submit report as fol- 
NS iS continuation and following up of the work begun in the 
preceding year was carried on through correspondence by Sec- 
retary working through the District Deputies. The program 
prepared by the committee was used in a number of Lodges and 
this was supplemented by talks and addresses on the practical 
application of Masonic principles to the problems surrounding 
the communities in which the Educational meetings were held. 
There has been marked progress and great interest taken in 
constructive Educational endeavor, and many centers have 
taken up the work, so that a good start is made in the various 
sections of the State. "E 

The demands made on the committee for personal visita- 
tion and instruction in developing the practical application to 
everyday life of the committee's program were so numerous that 
they could not be filled. For this reason the progress of the 
work has been greatly handicapped and, as emphasized, there is a 
crying need of the services of an all-time man to develop properly 
and direct this work. 

We, therefore, recommend the following: 

First: That a whole-time Educational Field Secretary 
should be employed, whose duty shall be to organize, prepare and 
develop the work in the districts in conjunction with the District 
Deputies. 

Secondly: That the Field Secretary shall be appointed by 
the Grand Master with the advice and consent of the Education- 
al Committee and that all matters pertaining to the Educational 
work shall be under the direction of the Grand Master and the 
Educational Committee, 

Thirdly: In order to co-ordinate the Educational work that 
the representatives to the Masonic Service Association shall also 
be members of the Educational Committee.

There is an everlasting and an ever-increasing debt that the 
living owe to the dead. In the busy rush of business and in the 
hard struggle to conquer the forces of nature and make what is 
termed progress and advancement, we lose sight of this obli- 
gation sometimes and are too prone, I fear, to practice literally 
the doctrine of letting the dead past bury the dead, and we re- 
member them no more. In fact, the “world is too much with us, 
getting and spending; we lay waste our powers.” 

Thoughtful men, however, recognize that the present is 
debtor to the past and are glad to pause a moment to pay a tri- 
bute to a worthy departed Brother and to aid in the perpetua- 
tion of his memory. The spirit and example of the noble de- 
parted is a mighty anchor that holds us steady and true to that 
purity of life and rectitude of conduct so essentially necessary 
to gain admission to that Celestial Lodge above where the Su- 
preme Architect of the Universe presides. 

Contemplating this truth, I invite you to think with me for 
a moment of the life and character of a man and a Mason who oc- 
eupied a humble station in this world, as he desired to do, but 
whose high conception of human life and its mission shed a bene- 
diction upon all who were within the circle of his influence; and 
whose lofty soul now looks on upon the deliberations of this 
Grand Lodge where his human voice has often been heard to 
the edification of North Carolina Masonry. This man and this 
Mason was Р. В. King, of Goldsboro, better known as “Uncle Pat.” 
He was a useful citizen; he cherished the highest and noblest 
ideals and exemplified in his life the best attainment of Masonic 
conduct. He drove an iron horse down two iron rails for 41 
years of his life, and thereafter always symbolized his own life 
as a journey on a locomotive, and he named the place he has now 
reached the “Terminal Station” for which he not long since told 
us so eloquently he had blown the whistle and shut off the steam. 

Uncle Pat loved Masonry as a Monk loves his creed. He 
knew it, he taught it and he lived it. He was a devotee of the 
Craft for more than 50 years, and he guarded the portals of his 
own Lodge, as Tiler, for more than 25 years in succession. He 
heard the call to high service and saw the vision resplendent and 
was obedient unto it. 

His passing removed from Goldsboro, where he lived and was 
best known and universally loved, one of the finest examples of 
noble manhood and true Masonic character that has blessed that 
community in generations. It has removed from North Caro- 
lina Masonry an inspiring light. This Grand Lodge, the Oxford 
Orphanage, and the Eastern Star Home,—all so dear to his 
heart,—will not see his superior in devotion and consistent loyal- 
ty. 

“Uncle Pat” did justly, loved mercy and walked humbly 
with his God, in the sunshine of whose countenance he now joy- 
fully lives. 

The Masons of Goldsboro, his own neighbors and friends, 
have desired that some note of this distinguished lover of Ma- 
sonry be made and that there be something done to remind those 
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who shall hereafter come of the life and character of so noble 
a product of Masonic principles as he. To this end, the Masons 
of Goldsboro have had this portrait of Brother King made by Capt. 
A. O. Clements, a brother Mason and an artist, and in the 
name of the Goldsboro Masons, I have the honor to herewith pre- 
sent it, Most Worshipful Grand Master, to you for the Oxford 
Orphanage, that great institution which perhaps best expresses . 
Masonry in action and so greatly loved and treasured by “Uncle 
Pat,” as a token of the esteem in which “Uncle Pat” was held 
by the Fraternity; and I trust, as it hangs there on the walls 
of the home, it may inspire generations yet unborn as “Uncle 
Pat” himself has inspired this. He believed the Divine injunc- 
tion, “Suffer little children to come unto me for of such is the King- 


dom of God.” 


The portrait was accepted by Past Grand Master 
Royster in behalf of the Oxford Orphanage.

It was announced that M.'.W.'.Jas. H. Price, Grand 
Master of The Grand Lodge of Virginia, was in waiting. 
The Grand Marshal retired and escorted the distinguish- 
ed visitor into the Grand Lodge where he was received 
with Grand Honors and given a seat in the east. He ad- 
dressed the Grand Lodge in words of cordial greeting, 
full of fraternal love and encouragement. 

Bro. R. C. Dunn submitted the following report of 
Jurisprudence Committee which was adopted: 


To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully sub- 
mits the following report: 

First: We recommend that the resolution offered by Bro. 
J. H. Anderson with respect to the laying of corner stones do 
not pass. 

Second: We approve the ruling of the Grand Master given 
to Phalanx Lodge, No. 31, and Lexington Lodge, No. 473, that 
they “might receive the petition for the Е. С. and M. M. de- 
grees, of a demitted E. A. or F. C. from a jurisdiction in fra- 
ternal relations with North Carolina.” 

Third: In the matter of Mr. Claude C. Duval, brought to 
the attention of the Grand Master by Eureka Lodge, No. 317, of 
Elizabeth City, we recommend that if the said Claude C. Duval 
desires to receive the degrees of Masonry in this Grand Juris- 
diction, he be required to pursue the regular course provided for 
petitioners for degrees, as there was no evidence presented to 
this committee to verify the statement of the said Claude C. 
Duval that he had received the degree of E. A. in Columbia 
Lodge, U. D., of this Grand Jurisdiction. 

Fourth: Doric Lodge, No. 568, of New Bern, rejected the 
petition of C. Thalley: he, while temporarily in Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, petitioned Corinthian Lodge, No. 266, of Virginia; he was 
elected and the E. A. degree conferred; then Corinthian Lodge 
apparently discovered that it had no jurisdiction over the pe- 
titioner, and also that he had been rejected by Doric Lodge, and 
refused to advance him, and afterwards advised Doric Lodge 
that Corinthian Lodge “relinquishes jurisdiction.” This com- 
mittee does not consider this certificate “relinquishing jurisdic- 
tion” a dimit but recommends that the said C. Thalley procure 
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imit from Corinthian Lodge, No. 266, of Virginia, and 
на ent thls dimit with his petition for advancement to 
Doric Lodge, in which Lodge it will take the regular course of 
procedure. 

Fifth: On May 5, 1891, at the request of East LaPorte 
Lodge, No. 358, Biltmore Lodge, No. 446, conferred the F. C. 
degree on S. A. Davis and on June 9, 1891, Biltmore Lodge, No. 
446, at the request of East LaPorte Lodge, No. 358, conferred the 
M. M. degree on the said S. A. Davis, he not having signed the 
by-laws of either Biltmore Lodge or of East LaPorte Lodge. 

This committee recommends that East LaPorte Lodge, upon 
receiving a certificate from Biltmore Lodge, No. 446, to the ef- 
fect that said S. A. Davis has duly received the degrees of F. 
C. and M. M. in Biltmore Lodge, No. 446, at the request of the 
said East LaPorte Lodge, be directed to issue to the said S. A. 
Davis a dimit upon his paying to said East LaPorte Lodge one 
year's dues as provided by the by-laws of said Lodge. 

Sixth: The Grand Master ruled upon inquiry from Scot- 
land Lodge, No. 514, that a F. C. who had been stricken with 
paralysis and not in physical condition to take the floor-work 
in the Master's degree could not be raised and recommended that 
paragraph No. 2, of old Section III, be restored. The committee 
approves the ruling of the Grand Master upon the law as it now 
reads, but recommends that paragraph No. 2 of old Section III 
be restored and that the second paragraph of the revised Sec- 
tion be made paragraph No. 3, making said Section read as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION No. III, PHYSICAL QUALIFICATION 

(1) A candidate for initiation must possess no maim or 
deformity which will prevent him from being properly instruct- 
ed in the art of Freemasonry and in his own person instruct 
others by exemplification. 

(2) Maim or deformity after initiation shall not prevent 
the Brother from advancement. 

(3) Maim or deformity shall not prevent a candidate from 
being Initiated, Passed or Raised, provided such candidate can, 
by artificial means, comply with the provisions of paragraph No. 
1 of this Section.

Senior Grand Warden J. LeGrand Everett presented 
the following report of the Oxford Orphan Asylum Com- 
mittee, which was read and adopted: 


REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Your Committee on Oxford Orphan Asylum, after having 
carefully considered the report of the Board of Directors, beg 
to submit the following: 

It is our pleasure to again commend the Superintendent and 
all of his co-workers for the splendid way in which they have 
conducted the affairs of our institution during the past year. 
Our people had not fully recovered from the stress of hard times 
during the fiscal year ending October 31, 1922, and for this rea- 
son the receipts to Oxford Orphanage showed a considerable de- 
crease over the preceding year, therefore, the management had 
to exercise unusual judgment and economy on account of these 
conditions. 

In considering the report of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master we note with much interest his recommendation that the 
Grand Lodge give its approval and endorsement to the “Mother's 
Aid" bill to be presented to this session of the Legislature. The 
conditions of the Oxford Orphanage are no doubt just the same 
as those at all of the other Orphanages in the State, there being 
at our institution more than one hundred applications on the 
waiting list at all times. This "Mother's Aid” bill, if enacted 
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into law, will do a great deal toward caring for the orphan chil- 
dren throughout the State that cannot gain admission into the 
Orphanages in the State on account of their crowded condition, 
and this committee. therefore, urges the Grand Lodge to heart- 
ily endorse this bill as requested by the Grand Master. 

` This Committee has realized for a long time the serious lack 
of proper school facilities at Oxford Orphanage and we are not 
at all surprised at the letter and also the report of the State School 
authorities in regard to this question. We heartily approve and 
urge the Grand Master’s recommendation that a modern and 
fire-proof school building be erected at Oxford, and we sincerely 
trust that this session of the Grand Lodge will provide ways 
and means for the erection of this building. In connection with 
this recommendation we desire to call the attention of the Grand 
Lodge to the fact that the eleventh grade has been added to our 
school at Oxford and this grade now gives us, at our institution, 
a high school of “A” grade from which the graduates may now 
enter any college or university in North Carolina without exami- 
nation. 

We are glad to note that the work is progressing so nicely 
on the Wm. J. Hicks Memorial Hospital, but we respectfully 
call the attention of the Masonic Fraternity to the fact that 
the full subscription for this project has never been completed, 
there being still lacking approximately $30,000.00, which amount 
will be necessary to fully complete the erection and equipment 
of the Hospital. We respectfully urge that the incoming Grand 
Master take active steps to raise this necessary $30,000.00, just 
as soon as possible. 

We are absolutely sure that the Board of Directors of the 
Oxford Orphanage have carefully considered all of its needs and 
that they have not asked for a dollar more than is absolutely ne- 
cessary to carry on the work of this institution. Therefore, we 
urge that the Grand Lodge make the following appropriations 
to carry on this work. 


Baby Cottage Maintenance ________ $ 7,500.00 
General Maintenance ______________ 30,000.00 
Repairs and improvements _________-_ 10,000.00 
Insurance on buildings ___________- 2,500.00 

$ 50,000.00 


In this connection we desire to call the attention of the Grand 
Lodge to the fact that for the last few years the Grand Lodge 
has been compelled directly by appropriation and indirectly by 
the use of other funds of Oxford Orphanage, to spend from $10,- 
000.00 to $15,000.00 annually for repairs on the dilapidated 
buildings of our institution in order to make them in the least 
possible way livable. We do not ask the Grand Lodge to make 
any further appropriation this year, but we do ask that the mem- 
bers of the Grand Lodge be thinking about the fact that this 
$10,000.00 or $15,000.00 spent annually for repairs would pay 
the interest on a sum of approximately $200,000.00 to $250,- 
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our old buildings, excepting the school building above referred 
to, and provide for modern fire-proof dining-room facilities and 
dormitories. Would it not be wise for the Grand Lodge to spend 
this money on interest on such fire-proof and modern equip- 
ment rather than to pay the amount from year to year on re- 
pairs on the old dilapidated buildings, entirely inadequate and 
by their condition continue to jeopardize at all times the lives 
of those dear children in our keeping? | 

Permit us in conclusion to express our sincere regret that 
by reason of his having been elected to the Directorate of our 
Orphanage, it has become necessary for Past Grand Master Nor- 
fleet to retire from this committee. His closer connection with 
our institution, however, we are confident, will not only be 
an addition to the Board but will likewise enable him to show 
in a more material way his great and abiding love for our father- 
less little ones.

My DEAR Sir: Recently at the request of a Mason interested 
in the educational program of our State, and much interested 
in the Oxford Orphanage, a representative of this department, 
Mr. J. J. Blair, the Director of Schoolhouse Planning, visited the 
Oxford Orphanage and spent a day in going over the institution, 
paying especial attention to its class-room work and school facili- 
ties. 

Herewith, I hand you the report of that representative, in 
which he highly praises the class-room work and educational 
spirit that exists in the institution, and minutely goes into the 
detail of the class-room facilities, or rather, I should say, the lack 
of class-room facilities, which undoubtedly ought to be called to 
your attention as the head of a body of 40,000 educated North 
Carolina citizens, who are not only caring for and educating 380 
orphan children, but are vitally interested in the educational 
program of the State, both as it atfects the local community and 
the State. 

.. Mr. J.J. Blair, who, by the way, is a member of Orient Lodge. 
No. 395, Wilmington, N. C., advises me that the present school- 
room building was erected in 1856—seventy vears ago—as a 
dormitory for a boys’ school. and the present school-rooms con- 
sist of three of these bed-rooms (planned for two students each) 
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converted into a room approximately 30 feet long by 15 feet 
wide with a pitch of 11 feet. Further. that each of these seven 
sehool-rooms are occupied in the forenoon by classes varying from 
30 to 35 and in the afternoon by another class of the same size. 

The approved idea of school-room space today is to give 
each child at least 240 cubic feet of breathing space, which is 
also recommended by the health authorities of the United States. 
The present school-rooms in the Orphanage provide only about 
150 eubie feet of breathing space, and owing to the different 
classes in the morning and afternoon the school-room is in use 
practically nine hours a day, which renders this condition much 
worse. 

For the great work that has been done by the Grand Lodge 
of Masons for the past fifty years in caring for, protecting, sav- 
ing and educating the orphan children, for many years at a great 
financial sacrifice to the order, I join with others in giving high- 
est praise of that work. 

Yet when the Grand Lodge becomes financially able to erect 
an adequate modern school building, which for 380 pupils should 
contain at least ten class-rooms, I sincerely hope that the 40,- 
000 Masons of North Carolina will do as well by their 380 chil- 
dren as the 5,000 white citizens of Oxford have done in providing 
a high-school building of that size and auditorium for their chil- 
dren. 

Herewith, I enclose a copy of the report of Mr. J. J. Blair, 
which explains this matter in detail.

SURVEY—SCHOOL BUILDING—OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


On January 2nd, the State Director of Schoolhouse Planning 
visited this institution for the purpose of making a survey with 
regard to the school conditions which prevail. The survey was 
made with a view to calling attention to the trustees of the insti- 
tution, the State Department of Education and all citizens of North 
Carolina who are interested in the growth and development of 
this humanitarian institution, to its present school accommoda- 
tion and future needs. This report is intended in no wise what- 
ever as a criticism, but merely a statement of facts pertaining 
to the physical condition of the building in which the school is 
conducted. 

The Director finds that a splendid school spirit exists and 
that work of a very high character is being done under the di- 
rection of a wonderfully successful, skillful and consecrated 
corps of teachers and principal. Under more favorable sur- 
roundings and conditions much better work could be accomplished 
and. much time saved during the period in which each pupil en- 
rolled is required to attend school. The Director will take up 
the different types of rooms in succession, giving some facts and 
figures with regard to each. The first room is occupied by the 
9th grade in the afternoon and the 8th grade in the morning, 
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which have enrollments of 38 and 30 respectively. The dimen- 
sions of this room are as follows:

In order to provide the proper amount of fresh air to meet 
the requirement of 2,000 cu. ft. per pupil each hour with the 
minimum enrollment of 30 pupils, 60,000 cu. ft. of fresh air per 
hour should be supplied. To meet this requirement the air should 
be changed 10 times per hour. | 

With the present form of heating by stoves and only window 
ventilation, the foul air is probably completely replaced by pure 
air about once in two hours. 

It should be borne in mind also that as there are two dif- 
ferent sets of shifts of students each day, one during the morn- 
ing and the other in the afternoon, but little opportunity is af- 
forded for giving the room the thorough cleaning and airing it 
should have, while under these conditions it is not possible for 
the pupils to feel physically fit for work or to think clearly. 

Of the seven rooms used for school purposes the conditions 
and measurements given above in a general way apply to two 
of them. Below are given the measurements for two other rooms 
which are found to be a little smaller, but in which practically 
the same enrollments prevail. The figures and dimensions for 
this group are as follows: 

Floor of room—30' x 15’—Pitch 11’. 

Cubic contents—4950 cu ft. 

Light area of 4 windows—66 sq. ft. 

1-5 floor агеа—90 sq. ft. 

Light deficiency—24 sq. ft. of window space. 
‹ The standard fresh air requirement with the minimum еп- 
rollment of 30 pupils is 70,000 cu. ft. To meet this requirement 
the air should be changed 4 times per hour. With only window 
and door ventilation the air is probably changed once in ten hours. 

In another group, of which the 4th grade room is a type, 
the dimensions vary slightly as to floor area, but the ceiling be- 
ing some lower. the cubic contents are considerably reduced. 

The figures below apply to this group: 





Floor dimensions—30" x 15’. 

Floor area—420 sq. ft. 

Pitch—9 ft. 10 inches. 

Cubic contents- 44225 sq. ft. 

Window dimensions- 3 ft. x 5 ft. 10 inches. 
Mach window- 171. su. ft. 

4 windows--70 sq. ft. 

1-5 floor area 90 sq. ft. 

Deficiency of light area 20 Si tt. 
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The quantity of fresh air required in the room per hour for 
34 occupants is 68,000 cu. ft. To meet this requirement a com- 
plete change of air would be required 10 9-10 times each hour. 
With only window and door ventilation possible, the air is pro- 
bably completely changed once in two hours. 

This description completes this group of seven school rooms 
located in the main building. 

On account of crowded conditions one room in the Girls’ 
cottage is devoted to school use by some of the smaller children. 
This room is 17 x 18 ft., and lighted by three windows. It is 
heated by a furnace and fairly good ventilation furnished 
through the medium of a fire-place. As this room is located on 
the ground floor it serves admirably as a study and class-room 
for a smal] class of small children. 

As the school auditorium is the center of school interest and 
school spirit, it is entirely proper that а description of this 
feature be included in this survey. The auditorium which is 
situated in the center of the main building is 40 ft. in width by 
60 ft. in length with a height of two stories, equivalent to a pitch 
of about 26 ft. A gallery extends around three sides, to which 
entrance is effected from corridors on two sides and the end 
opposite the stage, where there is a motion picture booth in which 
a high-class machine has been installed. The auditorium is fur- 
nished with wooden pews of antiquated type, capable of seat- 
ing about five hundred children. It is difficult to heat and poor- 
ly lighted. This auditorium presents a rather dismal impression 
and is also totally lacking in stage facilities, to which the chil- 
dren are justly entitled. 

In describing further the characteristics of this building at- 
tention is called to the fact that a wide double porch extends en- 
tirely around it, which, while adding much to the comfort of 
the occupants, particularly during the summer season, and also 
in case of stormy or cold and inclement weather, affords a means 
of recreation and exercise. The most serious objection, how- 
ever, is that the wide porch roof cuts too much a great amount 
of sun-light as to render the school-room too dark for school use. 
For pupils to study under such conditions as these must even- 
tually result in permanent injury to the eyes. 

The Director feels that this institution, which has such a 
warm place in the hearts of all the people of the State, is amply 
justified in seeking to obtain as soon as possible a building 
planned primarily for school purposes. This Oxford Orphanage 
School could and should appropriately be made the model school 
of the State, and so designed and planned as to meet the require- 
ments of a State Standard Accredited High School At the same 
time the proper accommodations and equipment for intermediate 
and primary classes should be included. 


With the number of children having reached an enrollment 
of 380, and taking into consideration the future needs and growth 
of the Orphanage, the Director recommends for the considera- 
tion of the trustees the erection of a-modern school building of 
fire-proof construction with eight standard class-rooms and an 
additional special room for a standard combination library and 
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i chemical and physical laboratories, manual train- 
end hon work, home economies and agriculture. Inasmuch 
as the children are given practice in singing, recitation, debate 
and other forms of entertainment, in which skill in developing 
the varied talents which the pupils possess, a suitable auditorium 
should be provided as an important adjunct to the school build- 
ing. This auditorium should be lighted and ventilated from two 
sides with a seating capacity for an audience at least one-third 
again as large as the entire enrollment of the school. The stage 
should have modern equipment in every way, including foot- 
lights, folding curtains, a reasonable amount of scenery and of 
such dimensions as to accommodate a chorus of at least fifty 
P d and careful consideration should be given to the pro- 
per location of this building upon the campus. In fact, it should 
conform to a carefully worked-out plan prepared by a landscape 
architect for the future growth and development of the plant. 
It is most desirable that a gymnasium for basketball and other 
forms of indoor recreation be incorporated in the plan of the 
building. In connection with it shower baths and dressing rooms 
should be installed. as they could be used to great advantage dur- 
ing the winter months particularly when the swimming pool 
is not in operation. If the school building with the gymnasium 
feature is near or adjacent to the baseball field and tennis courts, 
it would make the plan of supervised play on the part of special 
instructors, which is in vogue, much easier and more efficient, 

In thus providing a real school building for the Orphanage, 
the Director feels that the undertaking would meet with the 
hearty and enthusiastic approval, not only of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons and State Department of Education, but also of every 
citizen of North Carolina. АП would feel that whatever ех- 
penditure is made would be justified on account of the wonder- 
ful service this cherished and beloved institution has in the past 
rendered to the State in the way of training and educating her 
orphan children for intelligent and useful citizenship.

These all call for substantial expenditures of money and with 
other items aggregate $25,000.00 in excess of the present revenues 
of the Grand Lodge, and must be raised to carry out the express 
wish of the Grand Lodge.

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To The Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

It is with sadness and regret that your committee performs 
the duty of noting a minute to be inscribed on the record of The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Ancient, Free and Accepted Ma- 
sons, to chronicle the death of Worshipful Bro. Robert M. Oates, 
Grand Pursuivant, who died at his home in Hendersonville, N. C., 
December 20, 1922. 

He was born at Charlotte, March 30, 1869, the son of David 
W. and Anna B. Oates, was prepared for college in his native 
city and educated at Davidson College, upon leaving which he 
immediately went into business and all of his life was engaged 
in manufacturing and active business. In 1903, he removed to 
Hendersonville, N. C., where he actively entered into the busi- 
ness and community life among the people whom he so highly 
esteemed, and by whom he was so much respected and beloved. 

He was made a Mason in Kedron Lodge, No. 387, Hender-

Ashley, all of whom survive him and mourn the loss of the de- 
voted husband and father. 

While we mourn the loss of a Brother Mason, we sympathize 
with a community that has lost a citizen whom they often called 
upon to head their civic movements, and several times called 
upon him to represent that senatorial district in the General 
Assembly. All of these show the esteem in which he was held. 

His funeral was held from the First Presbyterian Church 
of Hendersonville, of which he was a member, and likewise of 
which he was a deacon, the interment taking place in Oakwood 
Cemetery, Charlotte, N. C., where his parents were buried. 

We mourn the loss of a good citizen, a just and upright man, 
a devoted husband and father, and a loyal and steadfast Mason.

The following address of welcome was then deliver- 
ed by B. W. Parham: 

Most Worshipful Grand. Master, Brethren of the Grand 
Lodge, Ladies and. Gentlemen: 

I sometimes make a little speech, but I never yet at- 
tained the dignity and importance of delivering an ad- 
dress. I don't think that I could even deliver an ad- 
dress of welcome. But I am here on behalf of the Ma- 
sons and citizens of this community to bring you greet- 
ings and to say that we are glad to have the Grand 
Lodge and every single visitor of this throng here today. 
This is the greatest day of the year for Oxford. This 
is the most hallowed spot in our county. Every one of 
you have an interest in this day and this institution, 
and you are where you ought to be. 
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on this spot, a half century ago, John H. Mills, 
the gee of ы огрһапаре work т North Carolina, 
had the dream of a great heart. I think that it must 
have been something like the dream of Jacob of old, 
and about here somewhere he saw a ladder let down from 
Heaven and angels ascending and descending. Here 
he saw the Gates of Heaven. This was his Bethel, and 
here he built his altar. 

Here on this spot North Carolina Masonry caught 
its vision of its larger and broader opportunities and 
duties. This is the Mecca of North Carolina Masons. 
Here throbs and swells the great heart of Masonry. 
Here modern Masonry justifies its existence and glori- 
fies itself. For the chief glory of Masonry is not its 
unique and thrilling history, running back through the 
sunshine and gloom of the centuries. It is not its state- 
ly ritual, nor the gold and purple of its official insignia. 
It is not even in its emblem of innocence, pure and spot- 
less though it be. The true glory of Masonry is in the 
fact that in the midst of the shouting and tumult of a 
rushing world, it stopped and heard the cry of the lone- 
ly child. 


This institution, the mother orphanage of North 
Carolina, is Masonry’s answer to that cry. And I can 
think of no place on earth at which a North Carolinian, 
Mason or not, would rather be, or has a better right to 
be, than at the Oxford Orphanage today. 


This institution is the incarnation of justice and 
democracy. I couple them together for in their final 
analysis these terms are synonymous. For what, pray, 
is Democracy but simple justice? It is the giving to 
each member of society his rights in the government 
under which he lives, and his chance to participate in, 
and contribute to, its institutions. Every child in North 
Carolina without a fair chance in life is a challenge to 
our sense of justice and to our democratic ideals. 

I love to think of this Orphanage as Masonry’s топи. 
mental answer to that challenge. We sometimes hear 
pathetic pleas made for the poor, homeless orphans; we 
often reter to our orphanages as charitable institutions, 
and men, with the best of intentions, make piteous appeals 
for the Orphanage work. We have had enough of this 
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sort of thing. Away with it. There is nothing pitiful 
about this institution. 

Listen a moment. Out there among that four hun- 
dred boys and girls, blood, just as good as yours and mine, 
is coursing through bodies that are being kept clean and 
healthful; minds, just as bright as yours or mine, are 
being trained and developed; and souls, just as precious 
as yours or mine and just as capable of great impulses 
and noble aspirations, are being unfettered and made 
free. And these things are being done not from any 
sense of mawkish sympathy or pity, but because deep 
down in the heart of North Carolina Masonry there is a 
God-given sense of justice. These boys and girls have 
a right to everything they are getting; and we are sim- 
ply trying to give them their rights. Call your capitols 
Shrines of Democracy and your court houses Temples of 
Justice! I say to you that this institution is the cherish- 
ed abiding-place, the very home, of justice and demo- 
cracy. 

Here is Americanism at its very best—the insurance 
of equal rights to all; the guaranteeing to every child 
an opportunity to grow and develop and to bourgeon out 
the best that is in him. Why, most Worshipful Grand 
Master, there is more real Americanism here today 
than the Congress of the United States, with all its 
narrow, partisan selfishness and bickering, will write 
into its record in a year. 

And as this institution is the incarnation of justice 
and equality, so is it the embodiment of man’s humanity 
to man. There are far finer things here than these 
buildings of brick and stone, or these green lawns and 
beautiful trees. Money could put them here. But, 
ladies and gentlemen, money of itself never did, and 
never can, build an orphanage. Somebody has to give 
his life here. Somebody has to love this institution. 
Why, you might give this institution all the money in 
the country and take away from it the sympathetic sup- 
port and affection of the men and women who love it, 
and this would be the loneliest and most desolate hill in 
all the land when the sun goes down today. 

If I may make one plea in my little speech, it is that 
together with your money, you give this institution and 
these boys and girls a bit of your heart. Not your pity. 
But honest-to-God North Carolina love and affection. 
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This is a good place to be today. You are on soil 
dedicated to the highest and best of American ideals. 
You are seeing justice and democracy in their purest 
forms. You are seeing humanity at its very best. You 
are seeing Christianity, if you please, at work in the 
world,—the will of God being done on earth. From 
their home in the abode of the blessed, I think a throng 
of sainted mothers and fathers look down in grateful 
love upon this scene today; and clear above the celestial 
music that swells about the Great White Throne come 
the words of the Master, “Inasmuch as ye have done 
in unto one of the least of these, ye have done it unto 
Me.” 

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren, ladies 
and gentlemen, I bid you welcome. I know that you 
are here with your hearts chastened and your souls up- 
lifted. I know that you are here to pledge yourselves 
anew that this great mother institution, reaching out 
over North Carolina, gathering the fatherless under 
her wings as the hen gathereth her brood, shall continue 
her great work of humanity and justice until all man- 
kind shall follow a little child back to the throne of God.

Rev. C. K. Proctor was then introduced and deliver- 
ed the following oration: 


THE PRESENT DAY CHALLENGE TO MASONRY 


Masonry dwells todays in its Golden Age, but with 
its triumph, there comes the weight of its heaviest re- 
sponsibility. For more than two hundred years the 
foundations of Masonry have been planted in our land 
and State. The story of its development, progress and 
achievements, reads like the romance of a fairy tale. From 
small beginnings in New England and the South, Ma- 
sonic Lodges are now among the institutions in every 
State of the Union. 

Promulgated by English Royalty, fostered by Ameri- 
cas foremost Revolutionary leaders, cherished by the 
statesmen through the years, Masonry has commanded 
the interest and devotion of the best our Country has pro- 
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дисед. Wealth in property and institutions; power in 
influence and endeavor, respect and admiration, erown 
to-day a victorious development. The Square and Com- 
passes, with the insistence on the Fatherhood of God and 
the Brotherhood of man, is a badge of honor in any posi- 
tion. 

From small beginnings, amid crude surroundings, 
two hundred years ago, Masonry in the Old North State 
has grown to a power represented by 37,000 men. Schools, 
temples of Justice, Colleges, Universities and Churches 
bear the stamp of its emblem on corner stone and in finer 
elements of character in the manhood of the State, Ma- 
sonry has made its contributions and left its imprint. 
No longer do we stand as a trembling, fearful, growing 
infant but a full grown specimen of strength and power. 


Masonry has never failed in its contribution in the 
past. With the early settlers on our shores its spirit 
and conduct of helpfulness were always felt. Without 
a cheap bitterness, the spirit of Independence was fos- 
tered in early lodges and the American Patriot freely 
discussed and planned a new Nation and a New Flag with- 
in the confines of the lodge-room. Fifty-two of the fifty- 
six signers of the Declaration of Independence 
were Masons and the names of Washington, Lafay- 
ette and Franklin are prominent alike in Masonic as well 
as in Revolutionary affairs. Above the roar of battle 
from ’76-’81, in trench and in hospital, among friend and 
foe, Masonry was silently a working force. With brother 
pitted against brother from '61-'65, Masonry’s hand ex- 
tended across the lines and felt the grip of brother Ma- 
son on the opposing side. To a Mason’s widow and chil- 
dren, tenderness and consideration were given by friend 
and foe alike. 


In Continental Assembly, in Legislative halls and at 
bars of justice, Masonry has spoken in the formation of 
the ideals and principles of the American Nation. Stand- 
ing for separation of Church and State, for each man 
his open Book to learn of his God, for unhindered devo- 
tion and practice of his creed, Masonry has been the de- 
fender of Religion, standing for a “square-deal’’ on the 
principles of brotherhood, for equal chances for justice 
for all, for high moral code of ethics, Masonry has stamp- 
ed its emblem in the laws of Nation and of State. 
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Standing for the curbing of individual passions and 
for self-improvement, for rising from dead selves to 
higher planes, for harnessing of the beast within and 
loosening the finer things of man’s best self, Masonry has 
put its stamp on the character and manhood of the Land. 

In practical ways of service, Masonry has heard the 
orphan’s cry, has seen the widow in distress, has held 
out its strong arm of hope and support to old age and the 
falling, and has ever listened for humanity’s plea on all 
sides and has always made a response which entitles it 
to the respect of all. 

However, with all the glory of the past, Masonry 
never faced such a world as this is to-day, never faced 
such responsibilities as are now thrust upon it. Our 
Country has been a builder, with little aim in view but 
development, while a great lack of attention has been 
shown the basic fundamentals. The result is, a nation 
of wealth and power, beset with intrigue and under- 
mining forces. New inventions have been made, lessen- 
ing lifes drugery and harnessing the powerful 
forces of nature. Science, with a bountiful hand, has 
lavishly presented gifts to all phases of life. Agricul- 
ture, roadbuilding, industrial growth and development, 
transportation, mining, medicine and warfare, have all 
been transformed as if by magic. 

Great hordes of people are amassed in large cities, 
flocks of immigrants have swarmed to our shores, capital 
and labor are organized into powerful forces, our com- 
merce rides the bosom of every sea, philanthropy sends 
supplies to earth’s starving, while a Christian nation 
strives to put an end to strife. The picture is still one 
of need; in every community new problems arise; in 
social, industrial, political and religious life, the call comes 
for help and new adjustments. Will our Nation stand 
the stress? Following the great war innumerable pro- 
blems have arisen, problems that must be solved, or а 
nation must perish and pass. 


With our small foreign population, the problems of our 


own State are not so complex as elsewhere; but a great 
State has awakened and leavening influences are in de- 
mand. With one out of every fifteen men a Mason, have 
we not an element of hope, do we not realize the Chal- 


lenge? Shall our great fraternity be found lacking in a 
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time like this, shall we not see the solution and throw 
ourselves, to a man, into the task and set for coming 
generations of Masons a standard comparable with its 
record in the past. Equipped with adequate working 
tools the Mason’s work has barely begun. 

Answering the orphan’s cry, Masonry takes its place 
in the lead of caring for the twenty-five hundred child- 
ren in orphanage institutions of the State; but five thous- 
and more need the touch and cry in their despair for 
leadership to higher things. 

Tottering old age feels the strong protection of our 
order and scores are benefited; but how many hundreds 
wait? 

The character and manhood of our citizenship secure 
training in self-mastery and learn the lesson of the 
“square-deal” for all in many lodge rooms of the land; 
for after all the strength of a people is the character and 
manhood of her people. The principles of brotherly love 
must be embedded in every heart and then our problems 
will be solved and be solved aright. 

During the last few years and particularly in the last 
few months, the need and cry of the nation has been for 
trained leadership of the proper sort. А new emphasis 
has been properly placed on education. As a Nation, 
we have made strides, аз a State, the development along 
educational lines is like a dream. Masonry has stepped 
into the ranks and seeing the vision with the rest, at- 
tempts in no uncertain way to provide a Christian edu- 
cated leadership as a long step in the solution of our prob- 
lems. From Blue Lodge to the highest orders, funds аге 
provided, committees are at work, worthy young men and 
women are assisted and the effort has only begun. In 
our Old North State, in the year just closing, more than 
a score of our choice young men and women have been 
assisted in their work of higher education. 

To solve our problems, ’tis a question of the right 
sort of leadership; these are to be found among our real 
true Americans, these are to be trained in our own in- 
stitutions of learning, these are to receive this vision and 
heart impulses only in Christian education. 

Masonry calls us to be men, sound manhood is needed 
today, men who can be depended upon to stand for the 
principles of brotherly love in every test. 
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“Men who serve not for selfish booty, 
But real men, courageous, who flinch not at duty, 
Men of dependable character, men of sterling worth; 
Then wrong will be redressed, and right will rule the 
earth; 
God give us men.” 


Our organization has the power of many thousands 
of men, good men. This represents a powerful organiza- 
tion for good anywhere, this carries a large responsibili- 
ty. Neglect it and we are condemned. Weare duty bound 
to aid, we must catch the vision of the needs about us. 
We must see the hope in the trained Christian leader; we 
must see the need of character among our people and 
bending to our tasks let Masonry. be found in the front 
lines with them who labor in new emphasis upon the task 
of education. 


The Grand Marshal reformed the procession and the 
Grand Lodge returned in a body to the Hall.

TO THE SHADE OF JUDGE ALFRED MOORE 
Judge Alfred Moore of Brunswick,— 


The sev'nteen cighty-fourth year of Grace, 

Eight of our Independence, 

From Cumberland's ample western flank, 

Our fathers clipt this goodly spread, 
And named it MOORE for thee. 


One hundred eight and thirty years, 
A year less than the patriarchal age, 
That marked the Pilgrimage of Father Jacob, 
Who, famine pressed, to Goshen fled, 
And was asked by Egypt's Pharoah, 
Israel, "How old Art Thou?" 
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But Judge Moore, we are youthful still,

The following address was delivered by Bro. W. H. 
Fraser: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Members of The Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, Brother Masons, Ladies 
and Gentlemen and Boys and Girls who are to be the 
future men and women of Gastonia: 


I appreciate beyond expression the honor that is con- 
ferred upon me by the invitation to deliver the oration 
upon this occasion. I am reminded, however, of a story 
located in Gastonia. Upon a recent occasion, the tele- 
phone of a prominent citizen of your town rang vigor- 
ously and, when he lifted the receiver, he recognized the 
voice of his young seven-year-old boy, who asked, “Who 
is that?” Ina spirit of playfulness, the father replied, 
“The smartest man in the city,” to which the youngster 
answered back, “Excuse me, Mister, but they have given 
me the wrong number.” I fear you have gotten the 
wrong man, if you expect me to live up, on this occasion, 
to the splendid introduction that has been given me by 
Senator Mason. 

Standing here upon the foundation floor of this splen- 
did building-to-be, I am thinking of that spirit of pro- 
gress and loyalty to the highest principles of American 
liberty and political genius that has animated the citi- 
zens of this city. It manifests the fact that you are in line 
with the great American (progress), as announced by 
Commissioner of Education John J. Tigert, on recent oc- 
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casion, when he declared that the program of America to- 
day is to give an education to all the boys and girls of our 
country. I am sure that you will be impressed with the 
timeliness of such a program when you read statistics 
that tell us that only about 40% of the boys and girls to- 
day are taking the Grammar School courses; and that 
less than 10% are taking the courses through the High 
School. There can be nothing than evil in store for that 
country which allows economic interest to becloud its 
obligation for the thorough training of its youth. | 

In addition to this, I am sure that you are making a 
contribution to the future stability and strength of our 
country. We boast of a democratic government: the 
government “of the people, for the people and by the 
people;" and I am happy to be under such a rule. But 
I tremble, ladies and gentlemen, at the thought of the 
future of a country with its foreign-speaking and for- 
eign-thinking people, and with 9095 of its constituency 
coming into the office of a governing people who have not 
had preparation for life's duties through the classes of the 
High School in our educational system. Мг. Woodrow 
Wilson set before America and the world the high ideal 
of *making the world safe for Democracy," and to this 
end we sent the choicest of our sons to contest the ad- 
vance of a foreign foe; and poured by the billions our 
wealth into the sinews of war; but there needs to arise 
another who will challenge the attention of the world 
with this great ideal: “the making of the world safe 
with Democracy." I tell you, ladies and gentlemen, it 
is only a short descensus from the level of an uneducated 
Democracy to the level of a Russian Bolshevism. The 
wise man cried, “Woe unto thee, oh land, when thy King 
is a child"; and, well may we understand that childish- 
ness is in authority where ignorance and illiteracy a- 
bound! 

This building, from what I observe of its plan, and 
from what I have heard from conversation with the 
Chairman of your Building Committee, has fallen in 
line with the new program in education. It is а pledge, 
not to the providing of shelter of just some kind, and 
instruction of just any kind, in order that boys and girls 
herded together may learn the rudiments of an educa- 
tion; but, with its modern appointments, and with its 
splendid plan and equipment, 1 take it that it is the 
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building of manhood and womanhood to which it is 
pledged. It is in order that boys and girls may become 
men and women in the full possession of their powers, 
developed and balanced, and so regulated as to be able 
to express themselves in the highest degree of efficiency. 

I look from this point of elevation to the various 
| parts of your city and into some of the outlying terri- 
tory, and there comes to my mind that figure from the 
| lips of the kingliest teacher of all the ages: “A city that is | 
set on a hill cannot be hid;” and I am thinking that 
your beautiful and progressive city is not only set upon 
a hill, but lifts to its highest peak this symbol of its en- 
| lightenment, that its rays may shine unto the uttermost 
parts of your city, your country, and commonwealth. 
And, to change the figure, I am thinking of that holy edi- 
| fice from underneath which issue the streams that went 
out to gladden the City of God. From this fontal source 
of influence and of enlightenment may there go forth the 
‚ real education that will bless mankind. I bid you God- 
' speed in your splendid program, and crave His richest 
‘blessing upon your every effort. 
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The Grand Marshal then reformed the procession 
апа the Grand Lodge returned in a body to the Masonic 
hall.

It cannot be truthfully said that there is more than a 
normal interest in Masonry in this district, though I 
am convinced that the ballot box is being watched closer 
than usual, which is as it should be. 

Bro. Jeff Nelson has put in six weeks’ good work in 
this district this year. A notable improvement is seen 
wherever he has lectured, not only in the work, but there 
seems to be a much better understanding of the pre- 
cepts of our Honorable Institution. As you know, I 
have kept you posted as to conditions in this district, 
and a long-winded report, quoting the sayings of bet- 
ter men than I, is entirely unnecessary and uncalled for. 

Here’s hoping that I may gaze upon your smiling 
countenance at Raleigh, and also hear our beloved “Bill” 
Willson roar some.

FOURTH MASONIC DISTRICT 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Master of The Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina: 

To make a detailed report of the condition of Masonry 
in the fourth Masonic district would entail almost an 
impossible report. The great Fraternity of Masons in 
Halifax and Northampton Counties are average men, 
but not what the Fraternity would have, I am afraid. I 
find that the majority are not very enthusiastic but 
rather lukewarm as the attendance at the majority of 
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the Lodges that I have visited has been very small and, 
although I found that what few were present manifest- 
ed an interest in the work, the percentage was so small 
that but little could be accomplished. I wish to state 
that I was always received та most cordial manner 
and that all of my visits were very enjoyable. 

I visited Rich Square Lodge, No. 488, on the after- 
noon of August 11th and found a fair attendance. The 
Lodge was opened and first degree exemplified. I found 
that the Lodge was badly in need of a Lecturer, as none 
of the work either in opening and closing or in the de- 
gree work was at all good. I would recommend that 
they be required to have a Lecturer in the near future. 


I visited Scotland Neck Lodge, No. 470, on the night 
of September 26th, and found only enough Masons pres- 
ent to open the Lodge. Neither Master, Senior Warden nor 
either of the Deacons was present and but seven members 
of the Lodge present. All of the offices had to be filled 
from the floor with the exception of the Junior Warden 
and Secretary. I could not, of course, tell anything about 
their work as no degree work was exemplified. I would 
recommend that this Lodge be required to have a Lec- 
turer and try to stimulate some interest, also that the 
officers be notified that more interest must be shown 
the Lodge. 

I visited King Solomon Lodge, No. 56, on the after- 
noon of October 11th, and found a fair attendance. No 
degree work was exemplified, but the opening and clos- 
ing was fair. This Lodge is in very good condition. 

I visited Seaboard Lodge, No. 378, on the night of 
October 11th, and found fair attendance. No work was 
exemplified, but 1 found the opening and closing to be 
poor. I would recommend that this Lodge be requested 
to have a Lecturer as soon as possible. 

I visited Potecasi Lodge, No. 418, on the afternoon 
of October 12th, and found a very good attendance for 
a country Lodge. The members seemed to have more 
interest in the good of the Lodge than in any Lodge that 
I had visited to that date. No work was exemplified 
and the opening and closing was fair. 1 recommended 
to them to have a Lecturer as soon as thev could. 

I visited Pendleton Lodge, No. 524, on the night of 
October 12th, and found very good attendance. This 
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Lodge has great possibilities as they have live men in 
their ofñces and should soon be doing good work. 

I visited Roanoke Lodge, No. 203, on the night of 
November 29th, and found a very small attendance. 
This may have been occasioned by the fact that the 
Master expected me to have visited the Lodge the pre- 
vious week. No degree work was exemplified and the 
opening and closing was only fair. Roanoke Lodge should 
do good work and if they were to have a Lecturer to 
assist them they could. 

I visited Widow's Son Lodge, No. 519, on the night 
of December 7th, and found a small attendance. The 
first degree was exemplified in a creditable manner. I 
believe this Lodge to be the most lively Lodge in the dis- 
trict. They have at present mapped out a program for 
educational work for the entire year. This I would re- 
commend to all the Lodges of the State. I wish to com- 
mend to you Widow’s Son Lodge, No. 519. 

I visited Royal White Hart Lodge, No. 2, on the night 
of December 12th, and found a small attendance. Royal 
White Hart Lodge has a very small membership and 
this is scattered. I believe that the members in the 
neighborhood are interested in their Lodge and want 
to see it progress but they have little to draw from. I 
will make recommendations for this Lodge later in my 
report. 

I have visited Enfield Lodge, No. 447, a number of 
times and find the usual attendance fair. Enfield can 
do good work, but needs being pushed to have them do 
the work they are capable of doing. 

I have tried to explain to the several Lodges in the 
district at my visits the importance of the educational 
program as a means of helping Masons to live up to 
their obligations and also as a means of increasing the 
regular attendance. I believe the Grand Lecturers can 
do a great deal to assist in this work as well as to in- 
struct the officers in the catechism. I also tried to im- 
press them with the importance of assisting in the com- 
pletion of the Wm. J. Hicks Memorial Hospital and Geo. 
Washington Association. 

I held the district meeting for this district with En- 
field Lodge, No. 447, on the afternoon of October 5th. 
At this meeting the Educational Movement, the Wm. 
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«о were thoroughly discussed. At night, Enfield 
Lodge, Мо. 447, exemplified the third degree. The dis- 
trict meeting went on record asking that the Grand 
Lodge be asked to assist Royal White Hart Lodge, No. 
2, in preserving their Lodge-room. Royal White Hart 
Lodge-room is the oldest Masonic Lodge building in the 
United States and possibly in the world and has in it 
the furniture and Masonic Emblem brought to the Col- 
onies from England. This building and these articles 
or rather relics of the first and only Provincial Grand 
Master of America should not be allowed to go to ruin 
for a suitable building to keep them in. I, therefore, 
recommend that each Mason be assessed through his 
Lodge to be paid by the subordinate Lodge the sum of 
twenty-five cents for this purpose, and that the Grand 
Lodge have charge of the repairing and expending of 
said money.

FIFTH MASONIC DISTRICT 
GREENVILLE, N. C., November 12, 1922 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Master of The Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina: 


Most WORSHIPFUL SIR AND BROTHER: I am inclos- 
ing reports from the Lodges comprising the fifth Ma- 
sonic district. The reports of Greenville, No. 284, and 
Grimesland, No. 475, Lodges are not here. They have 
not responded to my request for the information de- 
sired. 

The demands of my own work and the pressure of the 
tobacco season on the farmers and business men of 
the district made it impractical for me to visit the 
Lodges in the early Fall. “Flu” and bad weather and 
roads made it impossible in November and December. 

The attendance, the number “raised,” and the large 
amounts of unpaid dues, as well as the reduced contri- 
butions to the Orphanage are indexes of lowered vitality. 
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We had an interesting and inspiring district meet- 
ing, August 11, Sharon Lodge being host. These dis- 
trict meetings are growing in interest and value. We 
have been emphasizing “Masonry and its Relations to 
Good Citizenship.” 

This Fall, I have been planning a series of group 


` meetings to be held in central points, to promote fellow- 


ship, and to awaken the individual Mason to a sense of 
his responsibility as a citizen. A Mason by definition 
is a builder. А builder is a constructive agent. If a 
Mason is not a constructive force in his community, he 
is not a real Mason; he is simply a member of some 
Lodge. If a Mason is to be a builder in his community, 
he must be made intelligent with reference to the forces 
and agencies at work in his community for the public 
good so that he may intelligently line up with and co- 
operate with them instead of, because of ignorance, 
hindering and opposing them. This to me is “Light in 
Masonry.” Our Masons must be a more positive force 


' for right living and good citizenship. 


We held our first group meeting at Ayden, December 
4. Grifton and Winterville Lodges were invited. Our 
subject was “What a Mason should know about the 
Schools of Pitt County.” President Wright of the 
Teachers’ College, Greenville, and Supt. Fitzgerald of 
the Pitt County Schools, both Brother Masons, brought 


| а larger vision and a larger conception of the work of 
| our schools and the problems confronting those entrust- 
| ed with their management. All present felt that the 


meeting was most worth while, and that they as Masons 


| and citizens could act more intelligently. А most enjoy- 
` able social half-hour followed. 


Six of the Lodges in the district have had the ad- 


| vantage of а Grand Lecturer during the past three years. 
· One has had the assistance of a Brother well skilled in 
' the work. АП but two are able to pay for such assist- 
‚ ance,—Shelmerdine and Temperance Lodges. 


My own personal opinion, if I may be allowed to ex- 


| press it, is that it is not more ritual perfection that we 
| now most need in our Lodges and for our members, but 
| it is a larger conception of Masonry, a Masonry that 


will inspire us to live it, and make it function in our 
everyday living. This can best come through a pro- 
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admirably been working out and which is standing the 
test where adopted. By all means let us have real “Light 
in Masonry." Let us develop a true conception of what 
it means “To set the Craft to work, giving them pro- 
per instructions for their labors.”

SIXTH MASONIC DISTRICT 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Master of The Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina: 


I presume that conditions in the sixth are very simi- 
lar to those prevailing in almost every other district as 
regards the services of the Grand Lecturer and assis- 
tants. The larger towns or small cities obtain help al- 
most annually, while the smaller Lodges have worried 
along from year to year, depending upon some old land- 
mark in the Fraternity, or else calling upon the more 
active and better informed Brethren (officers of the 
city Lodges). 

The percentage is about fifty, that is half have had 
the services of a Lecturer during the past two years, 
while the remainder has done without, though in some 
of the latter cases the newly elected officers have re- 


ceived coaching from others who have had an oppor- | 


tunity to get the work. 


The matter of finance and accessibility is responsi- . 


ble for those Lodges which have not had Lecturers. I 
have thought seriously along these lines and sometimes 
I have reached the conclusion that a cipher furnished 
by the Grand Lodge, one copy to each subordinate Lodge 
and that to the Master, is the only solution for uniformi- 
ty in the ritualistic work. While on the other hand it 
must be possible to solve the financial difficulty in some 


way, probably by а small per capita thereby enabling | 


every Lodge to enjoy the privilege of having a Lecturer 
at least every two years. This might be simplified by 
the Grand Master sending a Lecturer into each county, 
then ordering the Master and Wardens of every Lodge 
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situated in that county to attend for at least three or 
four days. While this would in no wise help as much 
as the individual work, it would undoubtedly accom- 
plish some good. 

In this particular district, it has always been my cus- 
tom and this is but following Brothers Griffin’s proced- 
ure to carry along a few who were sufficiently informed 
to assist me in conferring either of the degrees and if 
work was to be done and I was requested to put the 
work on we had the satisfaction of knowing that the 
work was done in an exemplary manner. 

I am certainly glad to be able to report that the dis- 
trict is in good shape, that peace and harmony prevail 
and that the response to our charitable work and the 
educational meetings has been very encouraging.

DEAR BROTHER WEBB: In reply to your letter of 27th. 
wish to state that the following Lodges of this district 
are very much in need of the services of a Lecturer: 

Bellview, No. 416, Murphy, N. C., R. F. D. No. 2; 
Notla, No. 312, Culberson, N. C.; Montgomery, No. 426, 
Letithia, N. C.; Brasstown, No. 485, Murphy, N. C., R. 
F. D. No. 2; Marble Spring, No. 439, Marble, N. C.; 
Grand View, No. 608, Grand View, N. C. 

None of the above Lodges have had the services of a 
Lecturer, at least not within the last fifteen or twenty 
years. Not only are they in need of instruction in the 
standard ritualistic work, but I fear a good many of 
the members of these Lodges have never conceived the 
real conception of what Masonry is. 

All these Lodges tell me that they are unable finan- 
cially to secure the services of a Lecturer. And here I 
wish to state that on my visit to these Lodges, I found 
that none of them (possibly with the exception of one) 
was charging the amount for annual dues required by 
the Grand Lodge; 1 instructed them to change their dues 
In conformity with the Grand Lodge, and if they do this, 
I feel sure they are able to pay for the services of a 
Lecturer. 

You ask my suggestion in regard to supplying regu- 
larly Lecturers to each Lodge. 1 believe the best way 
to do this would be to add twenty-five or fifty cents to 
the annual amount paid on members to the Grand Lodge 
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by each Lodge and set this extra amount aside for the 
purpose of paying Lecturers to visit each Lodge for ten 
days each year, beginning first with the Lodges who 
have never had such services. This in my opinion 
would be worth more than anything we could do for the 
cause of Masonry in North Carolina. I find that the 
services of a Lecturer to a Lodge not only help them 
in a ritualistic way but help to give them the real con- 
ception of Masonry and bring each Lodge closer to the 
Grand Lodge, for without those services some of the 
Lodges feel that they are an organization separate and 
apart from the Grand Lodge. 

The other six Lodges in this district not mentioned 
in this letter have all within the last two years had the 


‚ services of a Grand Lecturer and are in very good shape, 


but it would not be amiss for some of them to have a 
Lecturer again soon.
